young reporter, and the president 

of the Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay 
Democratic Club, a young activist 
named Carole Migden, had called to 
invite me to speak to the club about 
the latest election. I showed up at 
the Women’s Building on my beat- 
up Norton, wearing the ancient 
beat-up leather jacket I had salvaged 
from a friend’s compost pile and 
carefully restored (with lots of sad- 
dle soap and mink oil) to look like it 
had been through a couple of world 
wars — which is the way any motor- 
cycle jacket ought to look. 

I made my speech, took a few ques- 
tions, and went back to my seat — to 
discover that my jacket was gone. 

Migden was mortified. So was 
everyone else in the room (except 
whatever scumbag had stolen it). 
They apologized profusely, told me 
theyd try to find it (lotsa luck), and 
thanked me for speaking. 

After I left, 1 decided to walk up 
to Castro Street and hit a few bars, 
just on the odd chance that I'd see 
some guy walking around in my 
coat. I hadn’t been on the street for 
more than 10 minutes before two 
people — neither of whom I knew 
— came up to me and told me they 
were sorry about my jacket. Several 
more told me the same thing in the 
bars. I don’t think all of them were 
even at the Milk Club meeting. 

And within a few hours, Migden 
had called me to say the jacket had 
been reclaimed (I don’t want to 
know how) and I could pick it up at 
her house. 

The Castro back then seemed at 
times like a small town, where 
everyone knew everyone and an af- 
front to one was an affront to all. It 
was overwhelmingly male, predom- 
inantly young — and largely un- 
aware of the impending world- 
changing crisis. 

Queer San Francisco is very dif- 
ferent today, for better and for 
worse. As Lynn Rapoport writes on 
page 18, the city is not entirely the 
gay mecca it once was (in part be- 
cause young queers can’t afford to 
live here). 

And today (thanks to hard work 
and activism) queer people are wel- 
come in a lot of cities — many of 
them far cheaper places to live. Gay 
people can move to suburbs to raise 
families. Someday, Rapoport notes, 
we may not need to be a queer mecca.

The missing Lex 

I was appalled to find that Laurie Koh’s 
decade-by-decade “history” of dyke 
bars in San Francisco barely gave pass- 
ing mention to the Lexington Club 
(“Dyke Bar Crawl, Bars and Clubs, 
6/15/05]. It’s hard to understand how 
the article could overlook the Lex, 
which has been a staple of dyke 
nightlife since 1997. 

I opened the Lexington Club because 
there was not one single full-time dyke 
bar in San Francisco, and I wanted a 
dedicated space where women could 
gather, socialize, and create communi- 
ty. Judging from the enthusiastic re- 
sponse of the dyke community, so did 
everybody else. Everybody at the Lex- 
ington Club loves, supports, and pa- 
tronizes the new clubs, weekly happen- 
ings, and new venues for women. In 
fact, the people who started Brownies 
and Hot Pants both work at the Lex. 
However, the Lex is still the only seven- 
day-a-week dyke bar in the city. 

As the article notes, it’s no small task 
to keep a dyke bar open, much less 
thriving, even in San Francisco. But 
we've managed to be an integral part of 
the dyke community for eight and a 
half years because of the diversity of 
our clientele and the steadfast support 
from the fabulous women, dykes, gen- 
derqueers, and transfolks that have 
found community at the Lex. And we 
work hard to support our community. 
For example, we've created an open and 
accessible space for young queer artists 
to show their work outside of a formal 
gallery setting. 

I have worked my ass off for nine 
years — alongside my bartenders and 
staff — to make the Lex the place that it 
is. Talking about the history of dyke 
bars through the decades and leaving 
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out the Lex is like talking about the his- 

tory of weekly papers in San Francisco 

and leaving out the Bay Guardian.

Working Assets’ activism 
Matthew Hirsch makes some valid 
points about the perils of universal de- 
fault and the difficulty of creating al- 
ternative financial institutions [“The 
MBNA Factor,” 6/15/05]. However, in 
singling out Working Assets from 
MBNA'’s thousands of affinity partners 
as having made a “deal with the devil,” he 
omits some important facts that are 
likely to be of interest to readers of the 
Bay Guardian. Dollars are not the sole 
measure of political effectiveness, and 
while Working Assets is proud that its 
credit card program has raised over $5 
million to fight the right, we consider 
our grassroots activism equally relevant. 
Working Assets actively campaigned 
against the 2005 Bankruptcy Abuse Pre- 
vention and Consumer Protection Act, 
which favored the banking industry 
over consumers, and has campaigned 
for legislation sponsored by Rep. Bernie 
Sanders that would specifically ban uni- 
versal default. And Working Assets mo- 
bilized its members to ban the sort of 
soft-money contributions that enable 
corporations to channel funds to the 
Republican Party. Far from selling our 
soul to the banking industry, Working 
Assets is actively fighting its pernicious 
impact on consumer rights as well as 
providing much-needed funds to pro- 

gressive groups.

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Another card option 

Unlike Joe Caldarola, I noticed im- 
mediately when Working Assets 
changed from Fleet Bank to MBNA. I 
was about to talk a friend in San Luis 
Obispo into getting a Working Assets 
card at the time, and the change con- 
vinced him not to do so. After many 
unsuccessful phone calls, I finally 
found someone from Working Assets 
(at the Green Festival) who could tell 
me why Working Assets made the 
change: Apparently, it didn’t. Work- 
ing Assets’ contract was bought by 
MBNA, and the former had no say in 
the matter. Knowing what MBNA is, I 
decided to look for another progres- 
sive credit card. 

I found a card called Salmon Na- 
tion, named after our ecosystems on 
the West Coast. Salmon Nation do- 
nates about the same percentage of its 
customers’ purchases to environmental 
causes as Working Assets donates to 
general progressive ones, but Salmon 
Nation’s bank is ShoreBank Pacific 
(www.eco-bank.com), “the first com- 
mercial bank in the United States with 
a commitment to environmentally sus- 
tainable community development” 
(from the Web site, at www.eco-bank 
.com/about_us/index.html). ShoreBank 
Pacific is owned by ShoreBank, a Chica- 
go community development bank. The 
point is that, while these are commer- 
cial banks, they are not Republican 
Bush supporters. Instead, they’re as 
close to being a credit union as a com- 
mercial bank can be. So there is at least 
one alternative to Working Assets that 
doesn’t give your money to Republi- 
cans or their causes every time you use 
your credit card. 

Progressives should also get all of 
their money out of banks and into cred- 

it unions. Banks are owned by the 
ruling class and are strong support- 
ers of the worst forms of capital- 
ism. Credit unions are owned by 
their members; in other words, by 
those who deposit money and do 
business there.

The spirit of Stonewall 


Time to pull out the Queer as Folk baseball cap 
and put the rainbow flag in the window. Time to 
pick up the annual Pride Guide with its slick color 
ads from liquor companies and high-end fashion 
designers and jewelry makers. Nothing like a little 
crass commercialism to promote what started out 
as a street riot. June 1969: A routine raid on the 
Stonewall Inn, a gay bar in Greenwich Village, took 
an unexpected twist as queers fought back, forcing 
the cops to take cover in the bar and 
call for reinforcements. Three days of 
street actions followed, transforming 
the more staid homophile movement 
into a gay liberation struggle that for- 
ever changed how America looks at 
queers: 

Thirty-six years later, on June 26 
here in San Francisco, hundreds of thousands of us 
will march up Market Street to the Civic Center area 
to commemorate those riots (though many marchers 
will never have heard of Stonewall). We'll walk around 
in endless circles, stopping at booths selling everything 
from rainbow flags and other Pride paraphernalia to 
beer, the American recreational drug of choice. When 
all is said and done, street cleaners will sweep away the 
abandoned banners and signs and the thousands of 
empty bottles and paper plates, the remains of yet an- 
other Pride day. 

It’s not what we envisioned in the early ’70s when 
we organized those first gay pride marches, chanti- 
ng as we hit the streets, “Two, four, six, eight, smash 
the church, smash the state.” We weren't kidding. 

These days, few of us want to smash either insti- 
tution. Here in San Francisco’s LGBT community, 
standard-issue marriage is all the rage. Middle-class 
gay men and lesbians buy tenancies in common 
(TICs), created by evicting working-class people (in- 
cluding people of color, seniors, and people with 
AIDS) from their homes. About 14 percent of peo- 
ple with AIDS are homeless, yet their plight doesn’t 
generally make headlines the way that the latest chic 
AIDS fundraiser does. Transgender folks face a 70 
percent unemployment rate. It’s easy to be cynical. 

Fortunately, not everyone wants to become the

all-American queer couple next door living in a 
TIC with a lavender picket fence, an SUV in the 
driveway, and the credit cards maxed out. Not 
everyone is looking to be CEO of a Fortune 500 
company. Some of us still believe in something 
other than making a killing in the stock market or 
going to Iraq and doing the Bush administration's 
bidding as an out queer soldier. 

Two developments this past year give me hope 
that the spirit of Stonewall lives on in the Bay Area: 


Not everyone wants to become the 
all-American queer couple next door. 


the opposition of queers in Oakland to the creation 
of a gay business district and And Castro for All’s 
pickets against Badlands, a Castro bar the San Fran- 
cisco Human Rights Commission recently found 
guilty of discrimination against African Americans. 

Ata time when Will and Grace and Queer Eye for 
the Straight Guy define us in popular culture, some 
folks can see beyond TV’s promotion of middle- 
class mediocrity to a much bigger picture. They 
get that displacing working-class people for a gay 
business district is not only immoral but also creates 
resentment in poorer communities that often view 
us as a bunch of privileged upper-middle-class 
white men with healthy disposable incomes. They 
know that ending racism is not merely a slogan 
but something to be put into action every day, even 
when it means challenging one of our own institu- 
tions. They understand all too well, as Dr. Martin 
Luther King once said, that “none of us is free until 
all of us are free.” 

A perfect thought for any Pride day. «

right, San Francisco residents and businesses 

could be paying lower electric rates, getting 
better service (including a real complaints center), 
and using energy from more renewable sources. 
Ina few years more, the city could be generating and 
selling enough solar energy to power 60,000 hous- 
es, giving San Francisco the largest city-managed 
solar utility in the world. Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co’s filthy Hunters Point plant could finally be 
shut doWn, and the private utility's stranglehold 
on the city’s energy future could be broken. The city 
could be well on its way to creating a full-scale 
public power system, with hundreds of millions of 
dollars of badly needed revenue pouring into local 
coffers every year. 

Think about it: The money that the city could 
make from solar sales and public power could dwarf 
the current deficits, providing funding for improved 
(not just adequate) public health programs, hous- 
ing for the homeless, infrastructure repairs, recre- 
ation and park facilities, open space, and much, 
much more. 

The first step, which will come before the Board 
of Supervisors in July, is called community-choice ag- 
gregation. Put simply, the system would allow San 
Francisco to create the equivalent of a buyers’ co-op 
for electricity. The city would buy power in bulk from 
any number of competing suppliers, then resell that 
power to residents and businesses. A 2003 study by 
R.W. Beck and Associates, the highly respected Sacra- 
mento energy consulting firm, concluded that local 
customers would save anywhere from $10 million to 
$35 million in the deal. 

Obviously, the supervisors ought to be moving 
forward on this. But they need to move carefully — 
because there’s a risk to the plan as well. If the city 
officials who manage the community aggregation 
program screw it up — either willfully or because 
of bureaucratic bungling — customers will be fu- 
rious, and the cause of public power may be set back 
a generation. 

If CCA is going to work, it will have to be craft- 
ed to avoid any hint of secrecy, privatization, or 
PG&E-based corruption. That’s a tough task for a 
city that’s been so dominated by PG&E for so many 
years that even baby steps toward public power 
have been a bitter uphill struggle. 

Here are some of the key elements that have to be 
in place: 


Wee: the next two years, if things work out 


© CCA is just a first step. It’s crucial that everyone in- 
volved in writing the final legislation and setting up 
the system keep in mind that aggregation is just one 
step along the road to removing PG&E entirely 
from the local energy system. Under CCA, PG&E 
would still own the power lines in town, and the city 
would pay a fee to have its own bulk power shipped 
along those lines to customers. Ultimately, that’s a 
waste of money. If the city owned the lines, the 
way public power systems in 11 other northern 


California cities do, vast sums of money that would - 


otherwise go to PG&E could be used for city serv- 
ices. The legislation creating the CCA system needs 
to state clearly that it’s in the public convenience and 
necessity for San Francisco to own and operate its 
own utility, and that this new system is being created 
as a step in that direction. Nothing in the CCA 
project can be allowed to delay or undermine a fu- 
ture city-owned utility system. 

Keep PGe>E and the other private energy firms as 
far away as possible. San Francisco will have to buy 


power from private suppliers, but the relationship 
should begin and end there. The private companies 
should have no management, operations, or planning 
role. All facilities (including the new solar generating 
stations) should be run directly by the city. All con- 
tracts should be bid on competitively, with an inde- 
pendent review board evaluating the bids — and 
all records should be public. PG&E should have no 
role at all, except as a transmission vendor. 

It’s important the city handle all the billing, 
not only to avoid PG&E’s horrible service but 
also to remind people that they’re buying power 
from a city agency. 

© Get ready now to fight PG&E treachery. It's a cer- 
tain bet that as soon as the city sets up its own retail 
co-op, the giant utility will try to cherry-pick the best 
clients in town and keep them for itself. By offering 
big discounts to large industrial customers (which 
PG&E is already starting to do), PG&E can try to 
skim off the cream and stick the city with the small- 
est and most costly users. The idea: Undermine the 
CCA system's profitability and force it to raise rates, 
leading to public discontent (and a black eye for 
public power). 

The mayor and the supervisors need to immedi- 
ately contact the California Public Utilities Commis- 
sion and demand that PG&E be barred from that sort 
of anticompetitive activity, and should ask Assem- 
blymember Mark Leno and state senator Carole 
Migden to push for legislation preventing the practice. 

© Prepare to market the city’s program aggressively. 
The minute a city-run electricity program gets un- 
derway, San Francisco will be in direct competition 
with PG&E for customers. The private utility has a 
huge advertising budget and will make every effort 
to disparage the city system. So the city needs a 
well-funded program to explain to customers the 
value of a municipally run power system. 

© Don't let the PUC mess this up. The San Fran- 
cisco Public Utilities Commission has a long histo- 
ry of antipathy to public power and has been way 
too friendly with private vendors like Bechtel Corp. 
We agree with Sup. Ross Mirkarimi that manage- 
ment responsibility has to be under a city agency, 
and while we'd prefer a charter amendment creat- 
ing a new Department of Municipal Power, for the 
moment the PUC is the only choice we have. But it’s 
essential that the supervisors retain tight oversight. 
All final decisions on contracts and rates should go 
through the board. Either the Local Agency For- 
mation Commission, which has taken the lead on 
this issue so far, should have a specific mandate to 
monitor CCA or the supervisors need to create a 
new committee to do that. 


There will be tough decisions early on (how, for 
example, to keep rates low and still pursue an am- 
bitious alternative-energy agenda). That's not the sort 
of thing the PUC should handle without extensive 
hearings, public input, and board oversight. 

This could be a wonderful opportunity — or a 
costly diversion. The supervisors must be sure to set 
the right guidelines to keep CCA on track. #

Perpetual static 


New infighting continues KPFA’s 
long march toward meltdown

A small pack of protesters — perhaps 20 
folks in total — clumped on the side- 
walk in front of the headquarters 
of KPFA-FM, Berkeley’s non- 
profit lefty radio station, on the 
afternoon of June 15. A cop 
approached, and one protest- 

er told him, “We're a very law- 
abiding group, officer.” 

Uh, yeah. No need to call 
out the riot squad for this crew 
of gray-haired, picket sign— 
equipped baby boomers. Their 
beef? They say KPFA’s parent 
network, Pacifica, is keeping 
jts financial records secret, fail- 
ing even to let the network’s 
directors see the books. 

“It’s very suspicious,” pro- 
tester John Sheridan said. “It 
looks bad. It smells bad.” 
Sheridan and company fear 
that fat sums of money raised 
during KPFA’s near-constant 
on-air fund drives are being 
covertly funneled to other Paci- 
fica stations. 

In other words, in a world brim- 
ming with inequity and evil, a cadre of 
KPFA gadflies is once again fixated on “fix- 
ing” the station. In standard activist fashion, they're or- 
ganizing demonstrations, photocopying reams of 
propaganda, and threatening lawsuits. 

Meanwhile, the personal dynamics inside the station 
— which have been twisted for years now — have 
grown completely toxic. Staffers are threatening to 
sue to get rid of general manager Roy Campanella II, 
whom they portray as an utter jerk, while one ex- 
employee, Noelle Hanrahan, has already sued, claim- 
ing a colleague emotionally abused her.

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Conspiratorial minds — and there are a fright- 
ening number in the KPFA orbit — tend to see all this 
turmoil as the product of some sort of nefarious plot. 
One programmer was quick to point out the con- 
nections between a KPFA insider and the local ABC 
radio affiliate, implying that the person might be trying 
to wreck the station to enrich ABC. Another suggested, 
seriously, that the US government might be trying to sab- 
otage KPFA through a covert COINTELPRO-type gov- 
ernment program. 

Other folks have their own theories. As listener 
and local board member Annie Hallatt put it, “A lot of 
people really enjoy fighting and don't feel alive unless 
they're engaged in combat.” 

Hallatt was being metaphoric, but apparently there 
has been some actual lefty-on-lefty violence at the sta- 
tion, and what some say is remarkably bad behavior. 
In her lawsuit, Hanrahan claims that Flashpoints per- 
sonality Dennis Bernstein forced her out of her job 
after telling her, “I’m going to torture you until you 
quit or I force you to leave.” 

Several local papers have reported on the suit, but 
most have overlooked one intriguing aspect: In her 
complaint, Hanrahan says Bernstein got into a “fist 
fight” in 2001 with fellow KPFA staffer Aaron Glantz. 
(In a 10-round bout, we’d bet on Bernstein even 
though he’s significantly older — the guy’s devel- 
oped quite a scrappy rep over the years.) 

Glantz told the Bay Guardian that some sort of 
physical altercation did indeed occur. “I confirm that 
Dennis tackled me at KPFA in 2001,” he said via 
e-mail. “I am not interested in commenting further.” 
Contacted by phone, Bernstein told us, “I really don’t 
have any comment.” 

When Hanrahan, who’s best known for producing 
commentaries by death row resident Mumia Abu- 
Jamal, left the station in 2002, she blasted out a fair- 
ly nutty e-mail implying that Bernstein might have 
poisoned her by dosing a glass of water. Notably, that 
particular allegation doesn’t appear in her lawsuit. 


More recently, in May, lawyers for KPFA workers 
sent a letter to the network’s management saying 
that “a substantial number of women working at 
KPFA radio have reported sexual harassment, 
emotional abuse and discriminatory treatment” 
from Campanella. The letter also cited an inci- 
dent in which Campanella allegedly threatened 
to beat down Hard Knock Radio host Weyland 
Southon. (In this one, our money would 
definitely be on Southon by knockout 
in the first round.) 

“The issue at the station is re- 
ally a labor issue,” said KPFA 
producer Sasha Lilley. “It’s an 
issue of workplace safety. That's 
gotten lost.” 

On June 17, Southon sent 
out an e-alert to fans of his hip- 
hop talk show, which is one of 
the few programs not aimed at 
aging hippies. “Hard Knock Radio 
is under attack,” Southon said in 
the e-mail, which asked support- 
ers to lobby Pacifica’s national 
board on behalf of the show and 
detailed his grievances with 
management. 
Insiders say the station has al- 
ready hired a lawyer to investi- 
" gate the allegations about Cam- 
panella. Reached by phone, 

Campanella told us he couldn’t 

comment directly on the 

charges, but said, “I'm focusing 
on the positive. This is a great sta- 
tion, and we have some very tal- 
ented people here.” (And let’s be hon- 
est: By anybody’s standards, managing 
KPFA under the best of circumstances is a rough 

gig, and these are not the best of circumstances.) 

In addition to the unhappiness with the boss man, 
some staffers are bent about how much money the net- 
work is pouring into the democratic governance struc- 
ture it erected in the wake of a massive labor dispute in 
1999. Internal Pacifica documents obtained by the Bay 
Guardian indicate the network is expecting to blow 
through about $463,000 this year on board meetings and 
teleconferences. 

This kind of spending is a worry to some at the station. 
“We, as a Network, cannot survive this kind of expense,” 
chief financial officer Lonnie Hicks wrote in a 2004 re- 
port to board members. 

KPFA financial reports show that the station is plan- 
ning to spend at least $60,000 of its $2.2 million annual 
budget on its elected, 24-member Local Station Board, 
which oversees the station, a fact that doesn’t sit well 
with some employees, who would rather see the money 
go to programming. 

Local board members, on the other hand, are pretty 
blunt in their criticism of the KPFA workforce, por- 
traying certain “entrenched staff members” as ideolog- 
ical enemies of democracy. “Any time you have a dem- 
cratic process, it costs money,’ said Richard Phelps, 
who sits on the local board. “The fundamental problem 
with people here is they don’t want management. They 
haven't had real management in a long time.” 

The timing of all this acrimony, it should be noted, is 
pretty shitty. In case anyone has forgotten, the country is 
currently run by a theocratic kook whose signal accom- 
plishments include prosecuting an utterly stupid war 
and making torture standard operating procedure for the 
US government. For decades KPFA has been one of the 
Bay Area’s most important alt-media institutions. It’s 
too bad that the station, which could be pouring its 
personnel and resources into covering these new Middle 
Ages, seems bent on self-destruction.

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French connection 


Renowned economist contrasts European resistance 


with American disconnect

French voters are trying to preserve a 35-hour work week in a 
world where Indian engineers are willing to work a 35-hour day. 
Good luck.

This really pisses me off. 

Ever since the French (bless their anti-American little heads) 
voted against the European Constitution, the national media have 
been flooded with comments from deep thinkers who insist 
that the days of a real social and economic safety net are over. 

The whole idea of decent wages and benefits, of jobs that allow 
enough vacation time, of unemployment insurance that pays the 
bills, of universal health care, of an economic system that lets 
even working-class people live an almost comfortable life — 
that’s all over. It’s a mad race to the bottom now, and the only way 
to compete in a globalized economy is for all of us to work like 
mad hamsters on an electrified wheel. 

I’m convinced that this isn’t only infuriating — it’s wrong. But 
I’m not the expert, so I thought Id call Juliet Schor. 

Schor is an eminent economist and the author of the classic 
book The Overworked American. She’s a professor at Boston Col- 
lege these days, and she has, to put it mildly, a different take on 
the world than most American pundits. Some excerpts from our 
brief interview follow: 


Bay Guardian: Is it time to give up on the 35-hour workweek? 

Juliet Schor: That’s such a simplistic formulation. What the 
voters [in France] were against is the neoliberal politics that’s 
eroding people’s standard of living and producing poor eco- 
nomic outcomes all around the world. 

If you look at the so-called Keynesian era [after World War II], 
we had higher growth and much better outcomes for the vast 
majority of the people. An economy in which the middle class 
was growing, not shrinking, and poverty was declining. It was 
a very profitable time for corporations as well. 

This 19th-century model in which all the gains are accruing 
to the top is one that voters are rightly rejecting... The race to 
the bottom is a disaster. 

BG: How do you argue for people to maintain a stable job at a 
decent standard of living when you can outsource so much work 
anywhere in the world and there are probably people in India 
willing to work the equivalent of a 35-hour day? 

JS: You have to understand that the consumer and the work- 


er are ultimately the same person, and so if you say that we must 
have the cheapest possible computers and apparel, and airline 
tickets must be rock-bottom cheap, then it will come around to 
bite you in the worker side. If you want an economy that pays 
higher wages, you will also have to pay higher prices. That’s a les- 
son that Americans haven't learned yet. 

You have to remember that it’s our corporations that are 
driving down wages. Either they are getting more in profits for 
management — and people 
like Michael Jordan, who rep- 
resents Nike, a small group of 
people reaping those benefits 
— or the prices are coming 
down with the wages, and that’s 
further eroding the position of 
workers here. Neither, in the 
end, is a good solution 

BG: The other thing that the 
Thomas Friedmans of the world 
argue is that nobody will hold 
the same job for very long any- 
more, that you have to be pre- 
pared to shift jobs all the time. I could argue that that’s a hellish way 
to run an economy. 

JS: Let me say one thing. The people who make that argument 
tend to be tenured economists — arguably the most protected, 
nonmarket labor that exists. When they start giving up their 
tenure and living the ideology they say everyone else should live, 
I'll take them more seriously. ; 

There’s another aspect of this that’s important. The direction 
I think we ought to go is more toward local economies that op- 
erate in the long-term interest of the communities that they're 
located in. You see a whole movement emerging for local 
economies that meet people’s needs in a long-term way, both in 
the industrialized economies and places like India. 

Let me make one more point. This country has never been 
wealthier than it is now, but people’s standard of living, their 
benefits, all the gains of the 20th century, are said to be unaf- 
fordable now. That’s a lie. It’s a lie based on a fundamental ideol- 
ogy that somehow this is a period of intense scarcity, We're rich- 
er than ever. But we have a serious distribution problem; an un- 
precedented percentage of our wealth goes to a very small num- 
ber of people.

Is Pride political? 
KRON decision to avoid Ammiano shows 
how accepted queer life has become

When KRON execs decided not to feature Sup. Tom Ammiano on tele- 
vision as the master of ceremonies for the Pride parade, they inadvertently 
illustrated the strength of the city’s queer community. Not wanting its pa- 
rade coverage to be too “political,” KRON rejected the city’s premier gay 
politician. 

“I think it is about this particular politician,” Ammiano told the Bay 
Guardian, adding that he’s since withdrawn from the “unseemly” affair. But 
still, he says, “It is very lame to say, ‘no city politician.” 

The station needed a new on-air master of ceremonies after Ms. Donna 
Sachet said she couldn't do her normal gig, so the KRON execs decided to 
go with Lenny Broberg, Mr. International Leather 1992, who is a San Fran- 
cisco police officer. The irony of the situation is that KRON execs don’t see 
having a well-known drag queen or a law-enforcing leatherman as a political 
act. Even in these days of corporate sponsorship, putting on Sachet and 
Broberg without a qualm is a political act that normalizes the queer life. 

As Joey Cain, president of the Pride Committee board of directors, told 
us, “Their cluelessness is an indication of how successful we have been.” Cain 
explained, “This is an indication of how far we have come, when a TV sta- 
tion does not notice that a drag queen or an openly gay cop is political. Ten 
years ago that would not have been the case.” 

The whole affair started as a communication snafu between KRON and 
the Pride Committee. First Broberg was suggested, then some committee 
members suggested Ammiano, and he became the preferred pick. But that 
idea was later nixed by KRON. 

“Tt wasn’t anything specific to him,” insisted Pat Patton, vice president for 
programming at KRON. “We broadcast to the entire Bay Area, not just the 
city of San Francisco. It just doesn’t make sense to have some elected offi- 
cial only from the city. We did not want a politician in any way, that is re- 
ally the bottom line.... It is not a political event as far as we are concerned. 
It is a parade.” 

That assessment might surprise the founders of an event that has been 
political since its inception. It started as a celebration of the 1969 Stonewall 
riot, when drag queens battled New York City police. A subsequent parade 
protested the 1978 Briggs Initiative that would have banned gay teachers 
shortly after Harvey Milk was elected as San Francisco's first gay supervi- 
sor. Others opposed initiatives to quarantine people with AIDS. 

“Anytime you get half a million queers in one place, it is political,” Cain 
told us. “[KRON] kind of doesn’t get that. They don’t seem to get the fact 
they have had a drag queen as host for many years. That is political. This 
year they have a cohost who is a leader and activist in the leather com- 
munity and is an openly gay police officer. That’s political. They are being 
political without realizing it.” “

The other insurgents 


Iraqi labor unions resist US designs 


on that country’s oil

Guns and bombs aren't the only tools that Iraqis 
are using to resist the US occupation. They're also 
using labor unions and a belief that the Iraqi 
people own their natural resources. 

That was the message sounded by Hassan 
Juma’a Awad and Faleh Abbood Umara of the 
General Union of Oil Employees, who spoke 
June 19 at St. Joseph the Worker Church, in 
Berkeley. The GUOE — with 23,000 members, 
the strongest independent and secular union in 
Iraq — has boldly resisted the privatization and 
foreign control of Iraq’s oil sector. The event 
was part of a US tour by Iraqi labor leaders 
sponsored by US Labor Against the War. 

Awad, president of the GUOE in Basra, began 
with a demand that President George W. Bush

“Jeave our country alone.” He noted that when 
the coalition forces invaded Iraq, they allowed 
hospitals, universities, and factories to be de- 
stroyed while they protected the oil fields and 
refineries. 

“This,” he said, “was the corporate invasion of 
Iraq.” 

Furthermore, American companies brought in 
1,200 foreign workers, despite the abundance of 
Iraqi workers. He said Iraqis are the best people 
to rebuild their nation, and the best proof of 
this is that the workers in Iraq’s southern oil 
fields formed a union just 11 days after the fall of 
Baghdad, in April 2003, in order to maintain 
production and keep foreign control at bay. 

Maintaining union solidarity has been diffi- 
cult and important. The Coalition Provisional 


Authority upheld Saddam Hussein’s 1987 de- 
cision to transform all union workers into 
salaried employees, thus refusing to grant the 
workers collective bargaining rights. As the 
costs of food and other essentials soared after 


- the invasion, Awad criticized CPA head Paul 


Bremer’s wage schedule, which paid Iraqi work- 
ers $35 a month while paying up to $1,000 a 
day to foreign workers. 

“When we tried to protest to the oil min- 
istry, the media labeled us as terrorists,” said 
Umara, the GUOE’s general secretary. “We were 
surrounded by military tanks but managed to 
negotiate and secure a wage increase for our 
workers.” 

The GUOE has been able to stand its ground 
against Kellogg, Brown, and Root (a subsidiary of 
Halliburton), which tried to take over their 
workplace. “After four days of negotiations, we 


stopped exporting our oil and forced KBR to ~ 


leave Iraq,” Umara said. Similarly, the GUOE 
supported the port workers’ strike against ship- 


- ping company Maersk. After trying to negotiate 


with the company for four days, they forced 


Maersk out by the fifth day. 

Umara reiterated that “oil was the main reason 
for the war against Iraq. Saddam was an em- 
ployee of the White House, but it was time to re- 
move him.” 

Awad demonstrated a detailed understand- 
ing of American capitalism as he emphasized 
the threat of corporate monopoly to the priva- 
tization of basic services in Iraq, noting, “We 
don’t see any place in the world where privati- 
zation has benefited the people.” He acknowl- 
edged that the fight against privatization is com- 
plicated, and urged American unions to take a 
strong stand against the war. 

Awad called on those in the audience to extend 
their support and solidarity to trade unions in 
Iraq and to pressure members of Congress to 
end the occupation. He reminded the audience 
that while Iraqis wish to live in a democratic 
Iraq free of occupation and terrorism, “Iraqi 
people have the right to self-determination, and 
no one can speak on our behalf” *

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he whole question sounds a bit 
silly, on the eve of the largest 
pride celebration on the conti- 
nent, in a city several hundred 
thousand people will visit this 
week, filling hotels, motels, bars, 
restaurants, parks, sidewalks, and 
dark alleyways, for the sole purpose 
of celebrating homo-ness (and 
drunkenness and a sea of available 
sexual partners and various free- 
flowing Schedule I-IV substances). 
On Friday night, the second annual 
Trans March will step off from 
Dolores Park (which last month also 
saw the annual Tranny Picnic). The 
following day an estimated 50,000 
dykes and their friends will stroll 
down 18th Street, baring chests, wav- 
ing signs, flirting with strangers, and 
arguing over whether male-identified 
persons should be (a) allowed to 
mingle in the march or (b) kicked to 
the curb posthaste. Shirtless, dancing 
men will groove to the gay beat in the 
Castro and the Civic Center. 
Meanwhile, 11 days and 267 films 
of Frameline, the world’s oldest and 
largest LGBT film fest, and a solid 
month of National Queer Arts 
Festival, featuring almost 400 artists, 
have filled seats by the thousands at 
the Castro, the Victoria, the Roxie, 
SomArts, Femina Potens, ATA, the 
LBGT Center, ODC Theater, Galeria 
de la Raza, and elsewhere. In such a 
city, the city of the hillside pink tri- 
angle, the gargantuan rainbow flag 
billowing at the corner of Castro 
and 17th Street, what’s there to 
wonder about? 
Is San Francisco still a gay mecca? 
What on earth could possibly be gayer? 
Pride aside, we have a small phone 
book’s worth of services directed 
toward the needs of gay folks. (Shit, 
we even have our own rainbow, if 
not exactly exhaustive, yellow pages.) 
They span the life cycle, in fact — 
from orgs like Pacific Reproductive 
Services, a fertility center “for alter- 
native families,” to the LBGT-focused 
New Leaf Outreach to Elders. For the 
in-between years we have the 
Lavender Youth Recreation and 
Information Center (LYRIC), the 
Youth Gender Project, and Children 
of Lesbians and Gays Everywhere 
(COLAGE). We have more services 
from New Leaf, including mental 
health, HIV/AIDS, and family coun- 
seling. A standing army of groups do 
work here on HIV/AIDS policy, pre- 
vention, and treatment. We’re home 
base for the Transgender Law Project 
and the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights. For the electorally minded 
we have the progressive Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club, the centrist 
(for SF) Alice B. Toklas LGBT 
Democratic Club, and possibly even 
some Log Cabin Republicans. For 
the business-minded we have the 
Golden Gate Business Association, 
gay SF’s answer to the Chamber of 
Commerce, and Bay Area Career

Women, a professional development 
group for lesbians. 

Speaking of which, nationally dis- 
tributed lezzie mags Girlfriends and 
Curve are based here. The weekly gay 
papers Bay Area Reporter and San 
Francisco Bay Times provide local and 
national coverage, and Larry Bob’s 
Queer Things to Do in the San 
Francisco Bay Area is an events-listing 
godsend. The gay and lesbian center 


in our public library houses vast col- _ 


lections on queer life, lit, and culture. 
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We have a historical society devoted 
to cataloging our rapidly accruing 
past, a colossal community center on 
the main thoroughfare of town testi- 
fying to our continued presence. 
Then, of course, we have some of 
the country’s best (and oldest) 
LGBT-related legislation on the 
books — especially, these days, for 
transgender folks — which, 
COLAGE executive director Beth 
Teper points out, is a powerful lure 
for LBGT families to move here or 


stay here. We have beloved gay pro- 
gressive Tom Ammiano on the Board 
of Supes. Though it pains me to 
admit it — especially when I revisit 
that photo of Gavin at the drum cir- 
cle on SFist.com, as I find myself 
compelled to do at least twice a day 
— we have a mayor who went out on 
a limb to get same-sexers married, in 
the face of opposition at the state 
and national levels. And, represent- 
ing the east side up in Sacramento, 
we have Assemblymember (and for- 


mer supe) Mark Leno, who’s spent 
sizable chunks of his political life 
championing the rights of LGBT 
people — and looks at least a little 
better in leather pants than Gavin 
does at a drum circle — along with 
state senator Carole Migden, a for- 
mer Milk Club president. It seems we 
have everything. 

So it’s clear enough why gay people 
want to come here, and that they do, 
even when it’s not June. 

Still, during the time I’ve lived 
here, in a flat a few blocks east of 
the Castro — on a street corner 
whose character has-shifted radically 
as the boutique businesses drifted in 
and other folks white-knuckled their 
rent control and prayed — a few 
things have become less obvious: 
whether those who arrive can afford 
to stay; what effect that has on the 
character of the city; and whether 
San Francisco, for worse but also 
perhaps for better, is losing any of 
its magnetic pull to other urban 
centers across the country. 

' There’s at least some evidence that 
it is: San Francisco placed dismally in 
Girlfriends’ November 2003 count- 
down of the best cities for dykes. It 
didn’t even make the top 10 — trail- 
ing, at an unimpressive 18, after 
Pittsburgh, Penn., and Albany, NY. 

It’s a tough time to raise this sort 
of question, given the past year or so 
of rhetorical and legislative attacks on 
gays in other states (not to mention 
our own). Surely San Francisco offers 
more of a refuge than ever? But a 
refuge generally implies a roof, sup- 
port, tempered anxiety, the meeting 
of basic needs. And some would say 
San Francisco can no longer supply 


-those things. 


Underneath the flag 

San Francisco made its reputation, as 
far back as World War II, on a climate 
of livability. The weather’s not bad, 
once you get used to the fog and the 
chill and the lack of insulation or 
double-glazed windows. But more to 
the point, there was the social per- 
missiveness, a tolerance toward freaks 
of all kinds, and later, from Harvey 
Milk onward, a steady stream of 
fiercely out, progressive politicians 
devoted to securing basic rights, free- 
doms, and necessities for the LGBT 
community. All of which would total- 
ly rule if so many folks likely to find 
those things useful weren't hanging 
on by a thread or already gone — to 
Oakland, maybe, where everyone says 
all the dykes have ended up, or gone 
gone, to Portland, Ore., or Chicago, 
or some scenic (albeit probably job- 
less) town in Vermont. 

Many now argue for a queer San 
Francisco identity in the broadest 
sense, enfolding in its jolly arms the 
eccentric, the iconoclastic, and of 
course, the kinky. But whether you 
prefer “queer” as a more sprawling

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update on “gay,” or you simply have 
two live-in lovers, a regular coffee 
date/fuckbuddy, and a fetish for 
trussing up people and turning them 
into office furniture, you probably 
favor having a roof over your head. 
And where housing is concerned, 
unless you were born into wealth and 
stayed there, or have otherwise 
achieved considerable stockpiles, your 
chances for happiness in San 
Francisco have markedly slimmed 
over the past decade, as real estate + 
and rental prices have soared and 
stubbornly refused to take more than 
a token dip. 

Practically every time I open a local 
paper, I learn something interesting 
and new about the fundamental 
unlivability of life here in queer para- 
dise. There was, for example, an item 
in the June 10 Examiner titled “In San 
Francisco, Only 8 Percent Can Afford 
Home.” It had the matter-of-fact 
kookiness of an Onion headline. 

Then, back in rentland, there are 
charming people like the landlord 
who, a couple years back, told an 
apartment-searching friend of mine, 
“Honey, if you and your friends can’t 
afford to pay $800 a month, you 
don’t belong in San Francisco!” If I 
ever get Ellis’d, what will keep me in 
the city is the hope of one day mov- 
ing in next door to that guy and 
keeping him awake all night with 
death metal. 

When [ talk to local pollster David 
Binder about it, he cautions, 
“Housing is an issue for everybody. 
Especially if you're younger and you 
want to settle in a community, it’s 
hard to do that in San Francisco 
unless you have a good-paying job.” 
Of course, that’s pretty much the sec- 
tor of the nation’s (and world’s) 
queer population that San Francisco’s 
long been famous for enticing. 

“I moved here 21 years ago, and I 
had an apartment on 19th and 
Castro, me and a friend shared a sub- 
let for $200,” says Robert Haaland, a 
local activist for housing, transgen- 
der, and labor rights who ran for 
supervisor in District 5 last year and 
has a gig organizing for Service 
Employees International Union Local 
790. “I was 20, 21, a total idiot, just 
moved here and had no idea what I 
was doing. But I was able to land 
safely, get a house, get a job, and 
begin the process of what one does 
when one moves to San Francisco as 
a young queer. I think that most of 
the folks that move here now, 18, 19, 
20 years old, you sink or swim.” 

It’s an anxiety-inducing image. I 
think of the homeless kids at Larkin 
Street's Castro Youth Initiative. I 
think of kids coming here with few 
marketable skills, maybe an incom- 
plete education (or hell, a bachelor’s 
degree), trying to pick up café work, 
make ends meet, make a life, strung 
along by that old SF story. Kind of 


like the one Haaland’s just told, the 
same one [ heard earlier in the week 
from Jeff Sheehy, the 48-year-old 
HIV/AIDS advisor to Newsom and 
former Milk Club president, who 
came here in ’88. The same one I 
later heard from Tommi Avicolli 
Mecca, a local activist in his 50s who’s 
a member of Queers for Peace and 
Justice and came here in 91. The 
same one I’ve heard for years from 
queer folks just a few years my senior 
and older. 

“San Francisco is still seen as the 
place to go, especially for queer 
young folks,” says Kar Yin Tham, 
executive director of LYRIC, which 
works with between 1,000 and 1,500 
youths through local services and 
another 10,000 to 15,000 via a 
national talkline. “They come with 
quite a bit of expectation and hopes 
of this place being very supportive 
and welcoming.” And yet, she con- 
cedes, when it comes to San 


The economy, Sheehy adds, “is not 
diverse enough to support people 
just showing up here to try and make 
a go of it. There’s not a lot of lower- 
middle-income jobs in San Francisco. 
Housing — off the charts. So the eco- 
nomics have robbed the city of that.” 

Sheehy points, as Binder did, to a 
diaspora of older gay people to 
places like Palm Springs, where, until 
recently, property was relatively 
affordable. “At the top end,” he says, 
“there’s been a movement out, and 
at the younger end it’s been harder _ 
to move in.” The biggest challenge he 
sees in all this for San Francisco’s 
queer community is one he links to 
affluence and security: “As wé 
become a group of people who have 
already made it, and we're living in a 
city where most of the political 
needs have already been met, we're 
not struggling together as a commu- 
nity of people from different eco- 
nomic, racial, and gender identi- 


San Francisco] with two kids. A gay 
man, disabled, his apartment was 
TICd, he’s somewhere in the East 
Bay. I also know a senior lesbian in 
the Castro, her building was being 
sold.... She’s now in Seattle. She was 
born in the Bay Area and left very 
disillusioned about what was happen- 
ing in the Castro. A lesbian nurse, 
same situation, a three-unit building 
TICd. Last I heard she was heading 
up north.” 


Out there 
On what I choose, ever the optimist, 
to call a happier note, I also wonder 
what this gay diaspora has done for 
other communities — whether “up 
north” or in Palm Springs or in any of 
the cities, say, that made it into that 
Girlfriends list of dyke habitations. 
“There are more gay hot spots now 
than there were before, more com- 
munities vying for gay dollars,” 
Binder points out. “There are city-

Francisco’s already settled gay folks 
recognizing those expectations and 
responding in a way that’s useful, 
“there’s more from the community 
we'd love to see.” 

That’s not good news for San 
Francisco’s yearly influx of queer 
youth. The larger picture is equally 
unsettling. “I do worry,” Sheehy tells 
me, “because of the affordability issue, 
that we're losing the regeneration of 
the more dynamic elements of the 
queer community: the young, the 
marginalized, and the disenfranchised, 
for which San Francisco was always a 
beacon.” What does this look like? A 
bunch of kids turning tail and heading 
back to Kansas, to one unbearable sit- 
uation or another? Maybe. And maybe 
it also means that the ones who man- 
age to stay become different sorts of 
people than they might have, had they 
been given the breathing time and 
space to work on becoming an artist, 
or a journalist, or an activist with a 
law degree like Haaland. 
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ties... So the kind of brew of all 
these different parts that ferments 
that’s so creative and dynamic is 
slipping away from us.” 

Since the dot-com boom, Mecca 
says, he’s known a lot of people 
who've had to leave the Castro, where 
he has managed to hang on via rent 
control. He claims that the first wave 
to hit was the boom, and the second ~ 
one, what we're living through now, is 
TICs, or tenancies in common — pre- 
sented as a boon to San Francisco’s 
middle class, yes, but look at what's 
being advertised in the windows of 
the real estate offices. In what reality 
is an $800,000 TIC (that’s per unit) 
even affordable to the middle class? 

“T think every two-unit building in 
my neighborhood has been TICd,” 
Mecca tells me. “A lesbian couple two 
doors down, with two kids, working 
class, they were forced to leave — 
they’re in San Jose. They were born in 
San Francisco, and they had to leave. 
They couldn’t afford to relocate [in 


sponsored campaigns to lure gays and 
lesbians, not just as tourists ... and 
that is a more recent development.” 

Back in the ’70s and ’80s, he says, 
San Francisco was the only point on 
the US map that felewelcoming. 
Now, “gays growing up in Alabama 
and Louisiana can go to New 
Orleans and find a vibrant and wel- 
coming community. They can go to 
Nashville and Memphis... It’s easier 
for young gays in urban areas to stay 
closer to home.” 

COLAGE'’s Teper would probably 
want to point out here, as she did to 
me, that only one attorney in the state 
of Louisiana has proved willing to 
work with same-sex parents on the 
issue of second-parent adoption. On 
the other hand, a new COLAGE chap- 
ter there has grown from 6 to 70 fam- 
ilies during its first year of existence. 

Sheehy swears there were always 
such locales and names a few in 
Texas, of all places: Austin, where he 
once lived, Houston’s Montrose dis- 
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trict, Oaklawn in Dallas. “When I 
was coming out, there were emerg- 
ing gay centers in many cities,” he 
says. “I think AIDS negatively 
impacted [their] growth and devel- 
opment. Not that they aren’t strong, 
but they were becoming mini 
Christopher Streets. Instead the gay 
communities that held on now 
attract people locally.” 

It’s a startling thought, but after a 
few days lazing around on the living 
room couch flipping through Gary J. 
Gates and Jason Ost’s The Gay and 
Lesbian Atlas in search of red and tan 
blotches — slightly less so. Using data 
on same-sex households culled from 
the 2000 Census, the book’s hundreds 
of national, state, county, and city 
maps lay out gay demographic pat- 
terns that practically offer an aerial 
view and a chance to pick out your 
future street (well, choice zip codes, 
anyway). Red stands for gay central, 
or, in the authors’ more measured 
words, “very high concentration,” 
brownish tan for suburbs of gay cen- 
tral, or “high concentration.” I 
became fascinated with the idea that I 
could pick my next neighborhood 
based on 200-plus pages of shiny bar 
graphs, maps, and pie charts. 

As you might guess, the queer folk 
seem to congregate along the West 
Coast and the northeastern corner of 
the country, with an intriguingly high 
concentration in New Mexico. The 
latter’s red-stateness notwithstanding, 
for some reason I decided to check 
out Minneapolis — maybe because of 
Prince, maybe because my ex-sister- 
in-law just moved there, maybe 
because Girlfriends placed it at num- 
ber 4 out of 100 and alluded to an 
annual gay prom for adults. 
Minneapolis also ranked quite high 
for lesbian and gay presence in the 
atlas, and Minnesota didn’t do too 
badly in the LG-supportive-laws 
index. So maybe I just wanted a 
pleasant surprise. 

I hit the Twin Cities GLBT Life 
Web site. And there I found, among 
many other organizations and serv- 
ices, ACT UP-Gay Liberation 
Front, Bisexuality Organizing 
Project, a chapter of the Lesbian 
Avengers, Queer Street Patrol (do 
we have a queer street patrol?), and 
a group for LGBT ex—Jehovah’s 
Witnesses called A Common Bond. 
Also, the City of Lakes Crossgender 
Community, the North Country 
Bears, the North Star Gay Rodeo 
Association, Gay and Lesbian Elders 
Active in Minnesota, and the Digital 
Queers. Also, the Rainbow Cloggers, 

in neighboring suburb Edina, and 
the Prairie Open and Affirming 
Sexual Orientation Support, provid- 
ing resources to rural folks in 
Minnesota and North Dakota. 

Moreover, when I called the Twin 
Cities’ Roommate Referrals, business 
manager—owner Steve Von Hagen 
rattled off some average rental prices 
that, quite frankly, brought tears to 
my eyes: Studio, $375 to $600. One- 


bedroom, $450 to $800. Two-bedroom, 
$575 to $1,200. Not to mention lease- 
signing incentives like a free month’s 
rent or — hey, why not? —a free 
cruise.

In 
one year’s time, we've gone from holding 
worldwide pep rallies celebrating a fulfilled 
destiny of legalized sodomy and same-sex 
marriage to fighting a media barrage that’s 
laid bare our apparent addictions to crystal 
meth, unsafe sex, and online hookups. In 
response, it seems that much of gay club cul- 
ture is attempting to “sanitize” any overt 
queer sexual expression by burying it beneath 
a storm of heterosexual video imagery cou- 
pled with the same old remixes of Cher. 

So what are we to make of the sudden 
emergence of a wildly popular DJ and pro- 
moter whose photocopied flyers feature a 
dancing, Baby Jane’d Bette Davis superim- 
posed on a grainy Super-8 double-dicking? 
Whose sets mix early-’80s downtown NYC 
no-wave and disco obscurities with the syn- 
thetic Hi-NRG sounds of San Francisco’s 
fabled cha-cha palace the Trocadero Transfer? 
Who worships at the keys of pre-Fairlight 
synthesizers but refuses to log on to the 
World Wide Web? 

One smart sissy star, that’s what. And his 
name is Bus Station John. 

Harnessing the current electroclash vogue 
to channel gay historical dissonance into a 
dance-floor confrontation with the whole of 
our past, DJ Bus Station John pulls no punch- 
es with his disco politics. Aiming to re-create 
the slutty, sleazy, pre-AIDS bathhouse era with 
his music, his visuals, and his vibe at regular 
club nights the Tubesteak Connection (at Aunt 
Charlie’s) and the Rod (Underground SF), he 
reanimates a lost, necessary part of our culture 
too often buried in shame and desperate 
yearning. Bus Station John dares to fete the 
heyday of truck-stop, bathhouse, and tearoom 
encounters, honoring it as the often fun-filled 
grassroots resistance movement it was, the 
only form of communal validation then avail- 
able for many gay men. 

But for those of us whose musical cerebel- 
lum often overshadows our pier-sized libidos, 
Bus Station John also reprazents. His mystical 
crate-digging layers homocore fetishism for 
the marginal over a roots ideal, with a gener- 
ous nod to the same underground analog rail- 
road that techno gods Derrick May and Carl 
Craig and early-Eurodisco enthusiasts Dimitri 
from Paris and Gilles Peterson have ridden to 
DJ superstardom. (Bus Station John would 
cringe at these contemporary comparisons, 
but, rather charmingly, his rage-filled lump- 
ing of all recent dance music permutations 
into a single “house music all night wrong” 
category is what fuels his creative lust for 
anachronistic vengeance.) 

After years of suffering through that Great 
Erasure of queer dance quirks known as cir- 
cuit music, we finally have a vinyl archaeolo- 
gist of our own, one who nails the spirit of 
DIY activism in his stacks yet keeps the floors

packed. The great gay ghost of Larry Levan 
may be double-parked in Paradise Garage, but 
down here in the queer underground, Bus 
Station John’s still taking the free-love mes- 
sage to the streets. Revenge of the clones, 
meet the return of the queen.

latest anonymous Internet encounter. Is that 
safe to say? 

Bus Station John: I don’t see what I do as 
conscious rebellion, just my natural reaction 
to the steady decline of gay culture and 
nightlife over the last 20 years. I’m old 
enough, at 44, to have tasted the end of the 
golden age, the pre-AIDS era that I celebrate 
in the music I play — specifically the late ’70s 
and early ’80s, when some fantastic dance 


music was being produced. While Stonewall 


-had definitely flung open the closet door, 


there was still that exciting sense of being a 
sexual outlaw, moving on a special plane 
apart from the mainstream. 

Now we’ve gone from being a unique 
underground subculture to a marketing 
niche. Just check out how the archetypal gay 
male has changed over the last couple of 
decades. First we had the Castro Clone: the 
mustachioed, Levi-clad, free-loving, crotch- 
popping, hanky- and keyring-sporting icon of 
the old school. He was a stylistic expression of 
sexual freedom and identity. His current 
replacement? An overly preened and pumped 
label whore working the latest pinhead hair- 
cut smeared with “product,” and undermining 
all those hours at the gym with a pair of 
hideous insect eyebrows better suited to 
Marlene Dietrich. Hmmm ... maybe I am 
rebelling after all! 

BG: That certainly seems to be the gay man’s 
current media image, but how does it relate to 
gay bar culture, which can be viewed historical- 
ly as a reaction against the outside world? 

BSJ: A visit to a gay bar today is less the 
sexual cruising odyssey of yesteryear than a 
visit to a well-lit aviary full of retail-bred 
magpies and their chirpy gal pals from the 
office. All eyes are fixed on relentlessly hetero- 
sexual video images of hoochies grinding 
their collective jugs and cameltoes into the 
camera lens, their meager talents propped up 
by an army of dancers as they frantically feign 
“havin’ a par-tay.” Why are we watching this 
in a gay bar, anyway? Suppose we pull the 
plug and look at each other. Now that would 
be revolutionary. 

BG: Is that what inspired you to do your 
own thing? 

BSJ: When you know how much better 
things have been, I think it’s hard not to 
imagine how much better they can be. That’s 
why I finally decided to create my own scene. 
I was tired of having no place to go after the 
dot-commoners and greedy landlords bland- 
ed out San Francisco — and even more tired 
of complaining about it. 

My nights are audiovisual tributes to the 
old-school gay demimonde, when our culture 
was at its creative, aesthetic, and sexual peak. 
There was a short but amazing window of 
time when incredibly imaginative, engaging, 
and sometimes crazy electronic music was 
coming out of New York, San Francisco, 
Europe, and even Montreal, made principally 
by and for gay men. 

These songs were the result of many hours 
of sweat over primitive, often homemade, 
synthesizers without the use of computer 
software or samplers. They transcended the 
disco clichés of the day by featuring one-of- 
a-kind hooks and arrangements, often paired 
with delightfully idiosyncratic vocals. As a 

DJ, my mission has been to rescue these gems 
from oblivion and re-create the special vibe 
of the gay bars, discotheques, and bathhouses 
of the day. 

BG: So you're basically using electronic music 
not as a path to the unknown, technological 
future, but as a window onto a utopian, mostly 
forgotten fleshpot past. That’s all well and good 
within the confines of your parties, but how can 
that translate to a wider shift within the com- 
munity itself? In other words, how do you think

your clubs can change the gay world? 

BSJ: I’m not so sure about chang- 
ing the world, but I think the parties 
I’ve created have definitely filled a 
void in SF’s nightlife. The Tubesteak 
Connection in particular attracts 
fags, dykes, and trannies who are typ- 
ically broke, creative, urban savvy, 
scruffy chic, and looking for love, sex, 
and kindred spirits. They're over the 
mediocrity of the status quo, they’ve 
been starving for something different 
for a long time, and I love turning 
them on to this great music they 
might not have otherwise known 
existed. It’s part of their gay heritage. 

I also want to get the word out to 
“men of a certain age” that you 
don’t have to be young and hip to 
enjoy what I do — though it does 
get pretty loud! 

In a sense | think I’m providing a 
musical bridge between two distinct 
queer generations, an emotionally 
important connection that was deci- 
mated both by AIDS and the lust to 
harness our “demographic”’s spend- 
ing power to the popular market. By 
restoring this connection, I’m hop- 
ing to inform and empower us to 
make our sexuality our own again. I 
hope for a world where freaks can 
be freaks — and can proudly walk 
the streets of San Francisco again 
without feeling any pressure to fit 
into the latest fashionable “scene” 
shoved down our throats by whatev- 
er liquor or “lifestyle” ads are cur- 
rently barraging our community. 

BG: About AIDS: You must know 
that by bringing to the fore the bath- 
house era, you're forcing a new gener- 
ation to contemplate a segment of the 
gay past they may view as “dirty,” in 
the sense that many young gay men 
erroneously see that particular histor- 
ical period as the “cause” of AIDS. 
What’s your take on some of the con- 
troversy you've stirred up because you 
champion the men and the music of 
that time? ‘ 

BSJ: About 95 percent of what I 
spin is on used vinyl. Sometimes | 
look at my records and wonder 
about their previous owners. Many 
were gay men — DJs and disco- 
lovers whose music ended up in 
thrift stores and bargain bins, their 
collections broken up and scattered 
like ashes to the wind. Sometimes I 
find names stamped or handwritten 
on the labels. I think of these men 
and try to honor them. I believe 


part of them is resurrected every 
time I play their songs. 

You know, those men who are no 
longer with us, the first to succumb 
to the epidemic — they didn’t know 
what they were dealing with. We on 
the other side of the first wave of 
AIDS know better. Caring for your- 
self and your gay brothers enough 
to get rubbers and use them — 
that’s hot. Rocket science it is not. 

BG: Are you finding that people are 
glomming on to the message in the 
music of your clubs? 

BSJ: Well, initially I envisioned 
my first club, the Tubesteak 
Connection, as a sleazy venue for 
alternaqueer men to cruise and pick 
each other up at — which of course 
it still is. But the comment I hear 
most from newcomers is “I had so 
much fun” or “I love your music,” 
which is incredibly gratifying and 
lovely, so I adjusted my vision a bit 
to up the inclusivity factor. Now 
we're an internationally known 
nightspot for queers of all genders 
who get it. And I think they really 
are getting it. 

My favorite evenings happen 
when every sort of San Franciscan is 
represented, from the electroclash 
kid to the disco granny, the tran- 
nyfag to the aging drag, the milque- 
toast accountant to the incognito 
TV personality. And I love that 
drugs aren't a big part of my par- 
ties. People get high enough on the 
music, the vibe, each other. When 
everyone’s dancing enthusiastically 
to anachronistic rarities from a gay 


. past they’re rediscovering together, 


that’s the icing on the cake. 
Straight people aren’t unwel- 
come, provided they have a clue. 
But if they’re just out slumming 
cause they heard it was the trendy 
thing and they’re looking to be 
entertained by the latest queer min- 
strel show, this isn’t the place for 
them. The same goes for Queer as 
Folk Castro queens with their cell 
phones glued to their ears. I'd 
rather retire the club than see it co- 
opted into “the Bar on Turk Street.” 
BG: What do you do about the peo- 
ple who come but just don’t “get it”? 
BSJ: Oh, believe me, I have a 
stash of secret weapon music I can 
whip out that will ensure they flee 
back to from whence they came. *

Let’s not talk about sex, a new group decides.

wonder if Jesus Christ was asex- 
ual. Sure, there are those who 
put forth that the son of God 
was shagging Mary Magdalene 


all along. That’s certainly within © 


the realm of possibility. Or maybe 
the Nazarene made a conscious 
choice to be celibate? Like 
Morrissey did until he met that 
boxer. (If that’s really true, what 
could be more ironic!) And how 
many movie reviewers wanted to 
queer the tender Hobbit love 
between Frodo and Sam? 

Is it so hard to imagine that Jesus 
just wasn’t interested in sex at all? 
In a city where being sex-positive is 


’ the norm, it’s hard to accept that 


some people don’t have a party 
going on in their pants 24-7. The 
queer community spends so much 


time advocating for our right to get 
it on, maybe it unintentionally dis- 
misses those who just want to play 
Scrabble and call it a night. Before 
you suggest throwing your empty 
bottle of Viagra at such a person, be 
aware that a growing community of 
people who identify as asexual is 
looking for our local sexual deviants 
to welcome it in with open arms. 
David Jay, the 23-year-old 
Webmaster and founder of the 
Asexuality Visibility and Education 
Network (www.asexuality.org) 
wants asexuality. to be viewed as a 
sexual orientation in and of itself. 
When it comes to orientation, Jay is 
a self-described queer asexual slut. 
If that seems like too much to take 
in at once, then perhaps we should 
break it down. Queer because he’s 


attracted to both men and women. 
Asexual because that attraction is 
not of a sexual nature. And slut 
because he engages in more mind 
melds with the people he’s drawn to 
than Spock made during the entire 
series of Star Trek. With supple lips, 
devilish green eyes, and a really big 
brain, Jay is, ladies and gentlemen, 
definitely the kind of guy you 
would want to get on his back. And 
you can — human touch and con- 
nection are very important to him. 
But, I repeat, there will be no hanky 
panky. Doesn't that just kill you? 
The site, which he works on dur- 
ing his off hours from his gig at an 
education nonprofit, has been 
online since 2002 and claims more 
than 4,000 members, most young 
and trying to figure out what’s up

with them, some older — married, 
even — and long aware that they’re 
just not into it. Jay started the 
organization off-line four years ago 
while at Wesleyan University, where 
he made “gay pancakes” every week 
for two years at a campus LGBT 
social event. 

“I would go to LGBT conferences 
and do presentations there,” he tells 
me over bagels and OJ on a recent 
sunny afternoon. “And the reason is 
because the queer community is the 
place where discussions about sexu- 
ality are happening — about sexuali- 
ty and identity and how they all 
work. For us, as an asexual commu- 
nity, if there’s a place that we’re 
going to have a discussion like this, 
the queer community is a good one.” 

Log on to the community forum 
and you'll encounter a wide range 
of POVs on the subject. Only a few 
members voted in a poll asking 
whether “A” for asexuals should be 
added to the LGBTI acronym. Of 
those who did, half wanted to hop 
on, citing solidarity with other sex- 
ual minorities and opportunity for 
visibility as reasons. Most of the rest 
didn’t have strong feelings about it. 

When it comes to whether asexu- 
als perceive themselves as inherent- 
ly queer, the answer depends on the 
individual. Many threads on the 
site go back and forth on the issue, 
some saying that once you step out- 
side the norm, you're in the club. 
Jay cautions that it’s not cool to 
place identities on people. Others 
make the rather valid point that, 
unfettered by the pitfalls of sex and 
all its complications, they’re free to 
experience other joys in life, such as 
walking on air, composing sublime 
symphonies, and downloading 
episodes of Xena off the Internet. 

Says Jay of the response he’s got- 
ten from queer quarters, “As anyone 
does in any community, I have to 
earn people’s respect. I think it’s 
tricky because asexuality runs up 
against sex positivism.... I’ve gotten 
some backlash from people who are 
saying, ‘No, we need to be talking 
about sex and sexual pleasure more. 
And if youre going to discourage 
people from exploring sexual pleas- 
ure, then that’s bad,” But Jay likes 
to think he’s opened up the discus- 
sion of all that. Let’s talk about 
pleasure, not just sexual pleasure. 

As we express our pride this 
weekend, maybe just this once, let’s 
not hop into bed with the first out- 
of-towner wearing one of those 
Single Dyke/Fag/Tranny stickers we 
can find. Maybe we should think 
about making new friends and 
marvel, rather than sneer and make 
churlish jokes, at how long our tail 
has grown: LGBTQQIAA. That’s 
Lesbian Gay Bi Trans Questioning 
Queer Intersex Ally Asexual, in case 
you haven't been keeping track. 
Hey, the more the merrier. %

groove. Digital distortion is harsh and 
unrelenting, but the cracks and war- 
bles of an LP feel warm and comforting. 
Analog isn’t dead yet, and a true au- 
diophile wouldn't settle for anything 
less. And luckily for those of us who 
still crave the big black rounds, there are 
copious local vendors to sate our aural 
fixation, all within strolling distance of 
one another. 

Smaller shops that cater to old-school 
listening interests thrive in the Lower 
Haight. Discerning collectors may begin 
their day with a browse through Amoeba 
Music (1855 Haight, SF. 415-831-1200, 
www.amoebamusic.com) and then head 
east toward Webster Street to begin 
culling from the crates. at Rooky 
Ricardo’s Records (448 Haight, SF. 415-

.com). Owner Richard Vivian presides 
over stacks of vintage R&B pressings, 
and he is happy to give an impromptu 
dance lesson if you're not exactly sure 
how to do the Funky Penguin.

Jack’s Record Cellar (254 Scott, SF.

Walk up the hill to Divisadero and 
stop in at the Page (298 Divisadero, 
SF.

415-621-2244) — a 
midsize, independent store that has

hen the US government wants to police what citizens are saying online, it 

pulls out the most potent weapon in its arsenal: bureaucratic regulations. 

The Department of Justice is currently pushing two new regs that will 

generate long-lasting records of what people are posting and reading. 

What’s particularly dirty about all this is that it puts the onus of tracking 
people on private businesses, rather than in the hands of law enforcement. 

How will this tracking regime begin? With a group of unpopular and often 
marginal people, of course. You know — pornographers. The DOJ recently 
issued a regulation, which goes into effect next week, updating the Child 
Protection and Obscenity Enforcement Act for the Internet age. This law, also 
simply known as 2257, after its number in the criminal code, requires adult busi- 
nesses to keep detailed records proving that all the models they use are over the 
age of 18. Incidentally, these records will also contain the real names of perform- 
ers, and often their addresses too. 

To keep “proper records” under the new regulation of 2257 (and avoid steep 
fines or jail time), you must maintain files that contain every single erotic 
image or film you've published, cross-indexed with age-verification papers for 
every single performer in them. These records must be kept for seven years. 
That’s a hell of a lot of hard drive space if you run a porn site that posts 
streaming videos. It’s also a logistical nightmare for any site that does reviews 
of adult movies or erotic material. Republishing an erotic image — even if

Dear Reader: 
A bunch of people asked, which puzzled me (What could be clearer? Duck. Rape.) 
until I realized that people are so used to obscure euphemisms for outré sex acts 
(“Cleveland Steamer,” “snowballing”) that it wouldn’t even occur to some that duck 
rape is merely rape by (and of) ducks. Ducks, or more properly, drakes, usually mal- 
lards, are often seen ganging up and forcing themselves on unwilling females, some 
of whom end up injured or dead. These behaviors were observed and reported in the

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Out of Iraq

hile a small and inglorious 

part of me believes that every 

violent death in Iraq repre- 

sents another link in the 

chain George W. Bush will 
spend eternity dragging through hell 
— and the heavier that chain the better 
— another, and greater (and maybe 
better) part of me opens the paper 
every morning in hopes of reading that 
the troubles in that broken land have 
ebbed and that peace is returning. So 
far, no luck. We won't leave until the 
fighting against us stops; and the fight- 
ing against us won't stop until we leave: 
a conundrum. 

For Americans, the word Iraq now 
horribly speaks of needless war, torture 
prisons, and atrocities and will do so 
forevermore, to our collective shame, 
but Iraqis have a way out of at least one 
of history’s cruel traps. For there is an 
ancient name for their ancient land — 
Mesopotamia — and it is both a more 
euphonious and less encumbered 
name than ashen Irag. Mesopotamia is 
theJand not of Saddam and Rumsfeld 
but of Gilgamesh, the epic hero, and 
Hammurabi, the ancient lawgiver, and 
adopting Mesopotamia as the new, and 
original, name of the country between 
the Tigris and Euphrates rivers would 
mark a fresh start toward hope in a way 
a US-rigged election in the wake of an 
unprovoked US invasion never could 
and never will. 

At Yahya Salih’s new restaurant, Yaya, 
which opened in March in a space pre- 
viously occupied by a.Greek taverna, 
the cuisine is “Mesopotamian,” with a 
California accent. Doubtless there is an 
impulse of caution in steering clear of 
“Traq” or “Iraqi” as one pitches one’s 
restaurant toward bourgeois San Fran- 
ciscans, but there is an instinct, too, for 
the richness of the old country, its im- 
measurable past, its ways and customs. 
Although Yaya looks like many a Cali- 
fornia bistro, with its halogen spot 
lighting, its paint scheme of aqua and 


gold, and its sleek modern furniture of 
burnished wood, its food is startlingly 
unlike that of any other place in town 
I’m aware of, even the rash of Middle 
Eastern and Mediterranean restaurants 
of various stripes that have proliferated 
in recent years. 

The basic drill is simple enough: a 
balancing of sweet, sour, and salty 
notes. Anyone who’s enjoyed prosciut- 
to with melon and a dash of balsamic 
vinegar, or a Thai-style coconut-milk 
soup seasoned with fish sauce and Kaf- 
fir lime leaves, will recognize the 
method. What makes Yaya’s cooking 
memorable is the panoply of unusual 
ingredients that produce these familiar 
pleasures in the mouth, including sun- 
dried limes, pomegranate molasses, 
and mint syrup. 

A nice introduction to the Yaya style 
is a plate of the ravioli ($6), little pasta 
pillows adrift in a well-mannered, 
slightly chunky sauce of yogurt and 
chopped walnuts. You might well think 
you are in the company of the ordinary 
until you bite into one of the pillows 
and find candy-ripe date paste scented 
with cinnamon and cardamom; the 
ravioli are almost sweet enough to be a 
dessert but have enough savory pres- 


‘ ence to keep expectations from jump- 


ing too far ahead. Comparably exotic is 
the grilled eggplant ($6), whose laven- 
der-edged strips (of the Asian variety 
of the vegetable) are drizzled with a 
honeylike sauce of pomegranate mo- 
lasses and plated with salata, a bitter- 
tart combination of chopped cucum- 
ber, Italian parsley, and tomato. Even a 
fairly routine-sounding mezza platter 
($7.50) has its little surprises, from the 
browned shallots mashed into the 
lentil paste to the colorful pickled 
radishes and peppers that encircle the 
main actors. 

And then there are the dishes that 
sound ordinary and are ordinary, 
among them lamb tikka kebab ($14), 
cubes of marinated meat grilled on

skewers and served with a hodge- 
podge of vegetables (cauliflower, car- 
rots, red bell pepper, yellow summer 
squash), and sambosak ($14.50), a 
troika of phyllo pockets stuffed with 
spinach, feta cheese, and mushrooms. 
Ordinary does not mean bad, of 
course, and there is nothing wrong 
with either of these choices; they are 
carefully prepared with quality ingre- 
dients, but you could get them at any 
number of places. 

Fesenjoon ($14.50), on the other 
hand — a stew of shredded chicken 


- and walnuts sweetened with pome- 


granate molasses — I had never come 
across before, though the menu calls it 
“a classic dish.” One of my companions 
found it a little too sweet, but those of 
us who found its balance of sugar and 
salt ideal and luxurious gobbled it up 
with her permission. And when we'd 
finished with that we moved on to the 
remains of the kuzi ($14.50), a 
brioche-shaped vessel of phyllo filled 
with minced leg of lamb, rice, almonds, 
and golden raisins and perfumed with 


allspice, cinnamon, and ginger. The 
thing, when served, sat there for a mo- 
ment like a giant walnut that had fallen 
from its tree onto a plate, butonce we 
dared crack it open, its tasty wealth 
streamed forth as if from a pifiata. 

If some of the savory courses have a 
sweetness hinting at dessert, some of 


the desserts have a savoriness worthy of 


some earlier part of a meal. The kenafa 
($5), in particular — a kind of pinkish 
tart made of shredded phyllo dough, 
stuffed with cheese, and topped with 
pistachios and date syrup — defied the 
American expectation of sugariness. 
But then, we are a shallow and jejeune 
people, addicted to sweet endings in all 
of life’s endeavors. The Mesopotamian 
way is an older way, chastened by expe- 
rience, less eager to please but pleasing 
nonetheless. “*

ecently | had dinner with friends 
Pisce from London, and the talk 

turned naturally to Iraq (they are 
unhappy about the war, disillusioned 
with Tony Blair) and just as naturally to 
how fat so many Americans seem to be 
these days. 

“We have big people i in Europe, of 
course,” one of them said, lowering her 
voice slightly and glancing toward the 
next table as if worried about giving of- 
fense, “but nothing like what you see 
here, And so many of them!” Nods of 
agreement from around our table. 

What the Londoners were noticing is 
that America’s default setting has been 
turned to “fat.” If you are not careful, if 
you pay no attention, if you buy what 
the ads tell you to buy and eat when 
they tell you to eat — which is con- 
stantly — you are sure to thicken. Heri- 
table qualities of metabolism provide 
some protection, exercise is indispen- 
sable, being young can help for a while 
— but the only real strategy for not 
growing overweight is to pay attention 
to what you eat. 

This is a particularly urgent issue 
with respect to processed, packaged 
foods, and it means reading labels, 
whose defiantly fine, don’t-bother-to- 
read-me print is a big clue that the in- 
formation contained therein matters, 
often in a disheartening sort of way. If, 
through your squinched eyes, you see 
the word “hydrogenated” on some in- 
gredient label, you are looking at trans 
fats and must run for the hills. Other 
offenders are less sinister; corn syrup, 
for instance, is just a form of sugar — 
but it's cheap, industrially produced 
and overused, and a vast sink of 
empty calories. 

To find real sugar — brown sugar! 
— ina commercial chocolate sauce is 
a rare experience, but you do find just 
that in the set of sauces made by 
Fudge !s My Life,.a small San Francis- 
co concern whose recipes were de- 
veloped over decades by founder Lil- 
lian Maremont. (Could she be the new 
Alice Medrich?) Other FIML ingredi- 
ents include cream, butter, salt, , Sugar, 
and cocoa powder — not diet food, — 
certainly, but preferable to maltodex- 
trose and other such factory-made

‘m writing to you from the Brazil Café, corner of University at Walnut in 

Berkeley. It’s a funny, funky, and colorful outdoor add-on sidewalk construc- 

tion of bamboo, picket fence, hanging tablecloth curtains; flowers, photos, 

old old Astroturf, and very pleasant smells. Something's cooking in the little 

hut/shack/shanty at the center of this yeehaw. Me, I’m waiting for Wayway, 
who's going away this weekend to China for most of the rest of the summer. 
Bye-bye, Wayway. 

Thanks for turning me on to the Brazil Café. I haven’t even eaten yet, haven't 
seen anyone, haven't figured out where the kitchen is, or where a window is to 
there’s some question in my mind as to whether or not the place is_ 
even open — but I’m sitting in it, at it, and I love it and I’m going to give it a 
glowing review. 

For one thing: It’s a beautiful day.

great-sounding things on the chaotic cluster of menu boards out front. I think 
I’m going to go for the famous tri-tip sandwich with a mango smoothie. If this is 
for real. If they're really open. Maybe they open at 11. It’s 10 till. 

t's 11. 

Hello, Wayway! Here he comes now. He’ll know. He’s wearing a green shirt. 
“Hey, man, what’s up here?” I say. “They open?” 

“T don’t know,” he says. : 

‘ve already walked around the little kiosk two or three times, looking for an 
opening or entrance. Wayway finds it, knocks on a wooden post, and asks. They 
don’t open until 11:30. 

I’m writing to you from Tropical Paradise Restaurant, a couple blocks away on 
University. This is the one I tried to find two weeks ago when I wound up find- 
ing Dara instead. Tropical Paradise exists. You just have to keep walking. It says 
something on the window about Caribbean food, which is what initially caught 
Wayway’s eye and my ear, but actually their specialty is Ghanaian food. That 
means fufu, kenkey, chichinga, and other nice-sounding things. But it also means 
12 bucks, 13 bucks, 10 bucks ... and I'll be damned if I’m paying foofy prices for 
fufu. Or chichi prices for chichinga. 

And I'll stop right there, not out of any sense of decency but because I can’t 
think of anything to go with kenkey. Anyway, I’m a Caribbaphile, not a 
Ghanaphile, so I got the jerk chicken lunch special ($5.50). It’s just a skewer of 
jerk chicken served with rice, spinach stew, salad, and maybe the best fried plan- 
tains I’ve ever had. They season them with ginger and other stuff, and fry them 
in soybean oil. But I don’t know why they’re so good. Every time I get fried plan- 
tains they’re always'not-as-good as they seem like they should be. This time they 
were better. Maybe it’s the ginger. 

The rice, jollof rice, meaning cooked with tomatoes, bay leaf, anise, and nut- 


. meg, was also very good, and very necessary to calm down the chicken, which 


was too salty. Mixed in with the rice — maybe a little tiny bit of calypso sauce 
(scotch bonnet peppers), if you like — it was just right. 

And the spinach was great. 

Wayway, ever the adventurer, splurged for the chicken chichinga. Actually, if 
you get thigh-meat instead of breast meat, it’s only $7.50 instead of $9.50, and 
that’s entirely reasonable factoring in all the other stuff: the rice, the plantains, 
salad, and a choice between spinach and black-eyed peas. Wayway lucked out 
because-he asked for black-eyed peas, got spinach by accident, and of course 
wound up with both. 

I tasted his black-eyed peas. Very good. 

I did not taste the chichinga. It’s skewers of chicken (or beef) marinated in 
mustard, lemon juice, ginger juice, and garlic. ’'m not a big mustard fan, but it 
sounds good anyway, doesn’t it? It looked good. 

I'm writing to you from my shack in Sonoma County, beautiful day. I don’t 
know what Wayway’s chichinga tasted like. I don’t know what fufu is. I don’t 
know what kenkey is. I don’t know what my name is, and I don’t know a number 
of other things. But I do know this: There’s a hammock outside my door, 
between redwood trees, calling me ...

egrettably, I’ve not had the pleasure of encountering such wondrous tea; 
perhaps I just didn’t recognize it though it was right under my nose, as I’ve 
never seen a Tartar’s boot nor the dewlap of a mighty bullock at close 
range. I grew up drinking tea Russian-style, a style that may have Lu Yu 
turning in his grave: a little very strong zavarka (brew), diluted by lots of OR CALL 
hot water from the kettle. It’s samovar-style. The samovar is essentially a giant 415-995-2061 
kettle with a fuel-burning system under it (many are now electric) and a hole on re 
the top for the pot. With a samovar, a little tea goes a long way. 

This dilute manner of taking tea is probably what allowed a very expensive, 860 FOLSOM STREET, SF 
imported substance to become the beverage of the people. Any meal at most 
Russian family tables 
includes it. In my family, in 
copious amounts: I take 
mine in.a beer stein, and my 
mother drinks hers from a 
sacred (to her) blue-and- 
white Spode china bowl. 
Neither of us, however, 
drinks chai v prikusku — which translates along the lines of “tea with a bite,” 
referring to the 19th-century practice, mainly of Russian merchants, of drinking 
tea through a sugar chip held in one’s teeth. I’ve tried this, and it’s a skill I've yet 
to master. Of traditions in Russian tea-drinking, a personal favorite is tea with 
raspberries in it (fresh, this time of year, and frozen the rest). Raspberries are 
thought to have a heating effect on the body, and raspberry tea helps cure a cold. 

Perhaps it’s my plebeian tea habits that prevent me from fully appreciating the 
glory of the enticingly named Snow Leopard, the white tea that I bought at 
Peet’s. It’s somehow too mild, perhaps because I can’t bring myself to brew it up 
in the appropriately strong proportion. I will say this, though — it makes for 
excellent second, and even third, brewing. But, at more than $10 for two ounces, 
Yd rather save that cash for some more intense intoxicant and stick to Gen Mai 
Cha, my favorite Japanese green tea, which has toasted brown rice and the added 
bonus of a few popped rice kernels too. It’s like tea and a tiny snack in one. 

In “The Kreutzer Sonata,” Tolstoy tells a cautionary tale of the dangerously 
exciting effects of drinking tea: Yes, friends, tea, together with mood-agitating 
music, may cause unbridled sensuality. Beware! Tolstoy might have looked on tea 
more favorably had he been acquainted with the unfermented (and so less likely 
to foment?) green tea. Modern science also tells us green tea may have some pos- 
itive effects to offer. Tea in its unfermented (i.e., green) form is high in cancer- ; 
fighting isoflavones, which work as antioxidants and antimutagens (preventing i 
cell mutation). Some isoflavones may also reduce production of the estrogen i 
thought to be a factor in breast cancer. But — you've got to drink a lot of tea to i 
get its benefits. I’ve read estimates that range from 2 to 10 cups a day (oddly,

though, no mention of how strong the brew should be). 

The good news is, you can drink your tea and eat it too. The Burmese (and 
maybe Thai too) have a green-tea salad called lephet thote, a.k.a. la pat dok. (The tea 
it’s made with is fermented, though, so I wonder whether the isoflavones have fled 
_.. You could easily make this leafy treat yourself, as the ingredients and preparation 
aren't fussy. Standard components are garlic, green chile, dried shrimp, roasted 
peanuts, peanut oil, lime, and sesame seeds. The catch is that the fermented tea 
leaves, the lephet, are difficult, if not impossible, to come by in the States. Burma 
Super Star, on Clement Street, is rumored to have an excellent version of tea salad, 
and apparently, they import their lephet directly from the home country. 

So you may’ve had your tea and drunk it too, but are you prepared to smoke 
it? Or at least, smoke with it. Tea-smoked poultry — especially duck — is a pop-

ular item in Chinese cooking. You can make this at home. It’s fairly easy to 
smoke a duck in a home oven using a deep pan lined with foil containing the tea, 
and the bird on a rack above. If you want to go for double smoky flavor, use : 
Lapsang souchong tea from China’s Fujian province. Lapsang is smoked in bam- 
boo baskets over pinewood fires, resulting in an unmistakable, and very particu- 
lar, flavor. If you're fond of smoky scotch, you'll likely take to Lapsang. Lu Yu 
might have approved, but Tolstoy wouldn't. Ah, well. You can drink your tea and 
eat it too, but you can’t please all of the hermits all of the time. *

ews reports of quickly accelerating global 
warming and the sooner-than-anticipated 
day when the world’s oil wells will be 
sucked completely dry are hitting the air- 
waves and cyberspace with increasing regu- 
larity. Regardless of where they appear, such ideas 
fuel fantasies of major paradigm shifts driven by 
Earth’s uneasy relationship with capitalism. How 
will our lives change when the polar ice caps melt 
and airplane fuel is a truly precious element? 
Artist Leslie Shows, in an assured debut solo 
exhibition at Jack Hanley Gallery, taps into such 
free-floating anxieties with her densely collaged 
landscape images. She captures the psychic vibe 
of collapsing infrastructures, environmental peril, 
and the peculiar way we, particularly as 
Americans, seem to survey the downslide from a 
cool distance — even though, as a culture, we are

The exhibit, 
Film “International Parks,” is made up of sizable land- 
scapes that are at once dazzling and calmly night-

They are rendered in the 
colors of oxidation, strip-mined American land- 
scapes, and rust. Yet Shows manages to dazzle by 
composing these works with incredible detail and 
dramatic sweep. These are thrilling images that are 
simultaneously timeless and utterly contemporary. 
The painstakingly produced works bring to 
mind Max Ernst’s war-inspired surrealist land- 
scapes and Edward Burtynsky’s large-scale photo- 
graphs of polluted plains, the rusty salvage yards of 
industrial ships, and black mountains of burning 
tires — the smoke creating dark clouds that cast a 
frightening yet impressive form in the sky. Shows 
channels the inescapable attraction and repulsion 
we experience when faced with such grand 
instances of disaster — be they natural and/or cul- 
tural. The attacks of 9/11, for all their ominous 
implications and insidious aftermath, were well 
choreographed to etch iconic images into a 
nation’s imagination. With the images in this exhi- 
bition, Shows visualizes a nuanced, dreamlike 
aftermath. They are a series of universal Ground

Communication breakdown 

Each of the seven recent pieces featured in the 
show (five of which.were sold before the exhibi- 
tion opened) reward prolonged viewing. Looking 
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at them, you'll find visual surprises and make dis- 
coveries akin to an archaeological dig through a 
culture that has fallen apart. The vast arid valley of 
Complex #13, for example, is dotted with remnants 
of corporate culture and the currently embattled 
United Nations. In the foreground there’s an 
imposing round council table, a wood-grained 
piece of furniture that provides a platform for 
seemingly meaningless ritual and pontification. 
The objects seems freshly deposited in the waste- 
land, in the first stages of becoming a gathering 
place for rocks and detritus. Yet the microphones 
still seem clean and warm, whether from the beat- 
ing sun or maybe the hot air of the missing ora- 
tors. Nearby, Shows collages in images of potted 
plants in big, round metal pots, the sort of foliage 
convention seen in the controlled environments of 
glass and steel office towers. That the plants main- 
tain a green hue in this inhospitable environment 
indicates that these are probably plastic or silk, 
artificial elements that seem particularly out of 
place in such a wasteland. Out of the craggy

There may be a hint of reductive political para- 
ble, though with the use of gray tones and open- 
ended possibilities, it hardly comes off as a diatribe. 
Communication is unquestionably breaking down 
in the arena of international relations, and this is 
an evocative illustration. The situation is more 
metaphorical in Megaton Ferris Wheel Excavator, 
Psyclone and Slag Piles, a mixed-media work in 
which Shows creates a sturdy image from the rick- 
ety architecture of amusement park ride, viaducts, 
and satellite-like forms. The piece is lorded over by 
an ornate roller coaster in which all tracks lead to a 
black hole. In the foreground, Shows creates an 
image of tar pits in which mastodon tusks, whale 
bones, and modernist furniture are caught on the 
surface of the oily muck. The scenario makes the 
point that the-ride we're on may be giddy, but it 
doesn’t last forever. Shows’s images, on the other 
hand, confidently linger in the mind.

ritics are loath to admit it, but 

MTV-to-movie trajectories still 

thrive: McG supersized himself 

via the Charlie’s Angels franchise, 

while Spike Jonze and Michel 
Gondry continue to dive through mind: 
holes. Lesser talents such as Brett Ratner 
(better off making Mariah Carey clips) 
and Marcus Nispel — whose Texas 
Chainsaw Massacre remake even failed as 
a Bush-era allegory — may have squan- 
dered their feature-length efforts, but 
garishly stylish David LaChapelle is a 
different breed of picture taker and pic- 
ture maker, and his debut is a different 
kind of movie. 

Simply put, LaChapelle’s Rize privi- 
leges Watts over Hollywood. Or, to bor- 
row a linguistic fusion used by someone 
in the movie, it brings the two together 
to form Hollywatts. A documentary 
exploration of new urban dance styles, 
Rize has greater kinetic energy and visual 
splendor than youre likely to find in this 
season's big-budget blockbusters. 
LaChapelle’s framework is simple: He 
moves back and forth between personal 
story lines and adrenaline-pumping per- 
formance sequences, building toward a 
climactic stadium showdown between 
the House of Clown, led by pioneering 
dancer and neighborhood activist 
Tommy the Clown, and the newer wave 


of dancers — Krumpers — that have 
emerged from his influence. 

LaChapelle’s near name-alike Dave 
Chapelle has hit comic pay dirt playing 
up the fact that Lil Jon’s “What!?” hollers 
are the closest hip-hop has come to min- 
strelsy, but — even though clowning and 
krumping involve powdered faces — it 
would be a major mistake to confuse Lil 
Jon’s crunk with krump. More subcul- 
ture than mere style, the latter harks 
back to a pre-bling era of street con- 
sciousness, and it does so with a sense of 
celebration lacking in those rare musical 
acolytes who've followed in the footsteps 
of Tupac. One of the most exciting 
things about Rize is its success at captur- 
ing and enhancing human feats of cre- 
ation — more than once, a god-kissed 
sun ray beams down on the dancers as 
their cathartic movements accelerate 
against an electric-blue sky. 

The dancers — in particular, a power- 
house named Miss Prissy — are amaz- 
ing, from 300-pound-plus Big X to a lit- 
tle girl, all of four years old, throwing her 
coat on the floor with fierce concentra- 
tion before wilding out. (Or a little boy 
krumper, picked up like a rag doll by 
teammates after a stadium victory.) 
LaChapelle has an eye for ghetto fab, 
vivifying teen bedrooms like House of 
Clown diva La Nifia’s, a shrine to Mickey 


Mouse with daisy coverlets. 
Krumping and clowning’s face 
paint is even more ideally suited to 
the photographer turned director, 
who has never seen a cake-icing 
color he didn’t want to intensify. 
Sporting three red balloons on 

one cheek and two on the other, 
Tommy the Clown has a distinc- 
tive approach to traditional 

clown makeup, but krump’s posses 
bring fresher artistry to their faces, 
applying shades of green, blue, and red 
with airbrushed precision. 


LaChapelle’s film opens with clips of ~ 


the Watts riots and then moves on to 
1992 and the Rodney King trial’s after- 
math. The roof is on fire: Aerial views 
of flames no splash of water can put 
out illustrate one dancer’s assertion that 
“we were just kids [then] ... we man- 
aged to grow from these ashes.” The 
sociological shorthand is effective, 
though Rize ventures into iffier terrain 
later on, when LaChapelle juxtaposes 
krump battles with African tribal 
footage shot by Leni Riefenstahl. The 
link is so obvious that the gesture is 
unnecessary, and in drawing on 
Riefenstahl, LaChapelle opens a differ- 
ent ideological door beyond the already 
contentious one he’s walked through. 
When Susan Sontag unleashed a can

of critical whoop-ass on Riefenstahl in 
Under the Sign of Saturn, the title of her 
essay, “Fascinating Fascism,’ pointed 
toward visible aesthetics. Yet today it’s 
worth noting that the strength of 
Sontag’s argument lies not so much in 
its rendering of visual material as in its 
meticulous exposure of Riefenstahl’s lies 
about her past and how they related to 
her discourse about the People of the 
Nuba monograph. LaChapelle is anoth- 
er white European, but that’s where his 
similarities to the more substantive and 
scary Riefenstahl end. LaChapelle’s por- 
traits don’t construct ideals so much as 
celebrate personality, as illustrated by 
his peerless photo of a naked Eminem 
with a lit firecracker phallus. 

If the whiff of suspect ethnography 
lingers, it’s because Rize’s closest corol- 
lary would have to-be Jennie Livingston's 
study of vogueing, Paris Is Burning, 
which drew accusations of exploitation

during its media moment. Livingston’s 
1989 movie possesses a thoroughness 
that LaChapelle’s, glossing over sexual 
ambiguity, lacks. But Rize still presents 
the closest thing to a hero you're likely to 
find in the multiplex this year — and 
not just one, but two, three, four, or 
more of them. Alternately inspiring and 
vain, Tommy the Clown is the most 
complex figure here, yet others like 
Dragon and Miss Prissy (who illustrates 
the difference between Hollywood and 
South Central with two precise facial 
expressions) help the film achieve its title 
effect through sheer verbal candor and 
soulful physical expressiveness. Thanks 
to LaChapelle’s facility for recognizing 
the pop appeal of folk artistry, the stars 
are out, even in LA’s blazing sunshine. **

Don’t look back 


Francois Ozon’s marital diss 5x2 finds an auteur in the analyst’s chair.

f the five backward glances at a 
man and a woman's relationship 
— cue Francis Lai — in Francois 
Ozon’s 5x2, two moments stand 
out, almost as bookends: In the 
first, Marion (Valeria Bruni-Tedeschi) 
anid Gilles (Stéphane Freiss) close their 
clinical but exceedingly civilized 
divorce proceedings with an afternoon 
hook-up in a Spartan hotel room. The 
downcast eyes and blank expressions of 
the officious legal severance segue 
smoothly into the cool blues and 
greens of the bare rented room, Freiss’s 
mystified stare, and Bruni-Tedeschi’s 
modestly lowered gaze as she returns 
from the bathroom where she 
undressed for a last tangle with her ex. 
But what starts out as both tender 
and tentative, between two good, mod- 
ern bourgeois, soon goes completely 
wrong, ending with an extreme close- 
up of a traumatized Marion's tears, 
whatever remained of the ruptured 


relationship in tatters. As the horrified 
Marion pulls on her clothes, Gilles 
cluelessly pouts, “You get dressed. You 
get laid. You're happy.’ 

“J didn’t win or lose. It’s over,” she 
angrily returns, answering his offer to 
give it another try with the slam of the 
door. Ozon caps it with the sound of 
Roy Orbison’s tremulous wail, tri- 
umphant and terrible in his masochis- 
tic majesty (and infinitely preferable to 
the now-trite Triscuit “I Will Survive”), 
as she marches to the elevator. 

The other instance comes late in 
5x2’s game — and early on in Marion 
and Gilles’s coupledom, as the movie's 
scenes from a marriage unreel back- 
ward, following time’s arrow from split 
to sweetheart status, in a rewound- 
chronology gesture that subtly brings 
the expressway-to-yr.-skull narrative 
violation of Irreversible to mind rather 
than the playful scramble of Pulp 
Fiction. Marion and Gilles have just 


been married, amid much merriment, 
dancing, and gold light. Drunken rev- 
elry, however, turns into a damsel’s 
reverie, as the groom passes out in the 
gilt-and-satin baroque nuptial cham- 
ber and the bride is left alone to wan- 
der, on her wedding night, straight 
into the arms of an oddly wooden 
type: an American tourist, enjoying a 
precoital cig with all the grace of 
Smokey in the French woods. But 
against the grain of better judgment, 
and according to the custom of the 
country, she comes running back — 
her libido revved and ready to cuddle 
with her still-dead-to-the-world new 
hubby — jogging toward the camera, 
down a corridor in a scene that 
rhymes with her last good-bye. Despite 
Bruni-Tedeschi’s athletic build, she’s 
less a “just do it” Nike amazon than a 
fairytale antiheroine in thermals and 
jeans. It’s her storybook romance. 
Gilles is just the first husband. 


And thanks to the loving ministra- 
tions of Ozon — and his track record 
for coaxing remarkable performances 
out of La Deneuve, La Ardant, La 
Huppert, La Darrieux, La Béart, La 
Sagnier, and his muse, cold, sexy fish 
Charlotte Rampling, in 8 Women, 
Swimming Pool, and Under the Sand 
— the remarkable Bruni-Tedeschi 
becomes the warm heart at the center 
of 5x2 in a star-making performance. 
A man who loves women as much as 
any, Ozon has every right to Cukor’s 
crown as their confidante, chronicler, 
and keeper of their secrets and fan- 
tasies. By now — with his S-M Hansel 
and Gretel rewrite, Criminal Lovers, 
far in the past — Ozon seems to have 
styled himself as one of the friendliest 
enquirers into the inner lives of 
women, apart from European lens- 
women like Varda, Denis, Ackerman, 
Kurys, and Wertmuller. 

With 5x2 he seems to query: What 
happens when bad love happens to a 
good woman? Part of the answer might 
lie with Marion’s venom-spewing 
monster of a papa, played by Michael 
Lonsdale and evoking his director, Luis 
Bunuel, in The Phantom of Liberty. 
There’s little discreet charm to this 
bourgeois, as he verbally rips into 


Marion’s mother and drops hints as to

why his daughter chooses her men so 
poorly. In straight-faced marriage 
counselor mode, mainlining the stern, 
austere realism of Bergman’s Scenes 
from a Marriage rather than the assum- 
ing the guise of the freewheeling fanta- 
sist of 8 Women or the conspiratorial 
voyeur of Swimming Pool, Ozon seems 
less interested in blame or play (despite 
his striking use of pop and Italian love 
songs) than in peeling back the opaque 
truths that made up a relationship: Is 
Gilles weak or cold, or does he simply 
prefer men, as he suggests in stoned, 
sexually charged dinner chatter with 
his gay brother and hot young 
boyfriend? 

For Ozon and his lovers, the route to 
desire is never as straight, serviceable, 
or uncomplicated as a maiden’s path 
down a hotel hallway. Perhaps dancing 
backward — like the ever-underesti- 
mated Ginger — is the only way to 
tell, with a gentle touch that a woman 
can appreciate, what went wrong, and 
the only way to end happily, as Marion 
and Gilles bravely wade out into the 
surf of a holiday picture-postcard 
beginning. *

Nose candy 


n official declaration must be 
made: Hollywood is, for the 
most part, creatively bankrupt. 
(Charlie Kaufman can’t write 
every movie, after all.) The vault 


' of old television shows is robbed yet 


again for Bewitched, the latest from 
frequent Hanks-Ryan purveyor Nora 
Ephron. Other entries in this genre 
have appropriated their source materi- 
al in various ways, playing it mostly 
straight, like 1993’s The Beverly Hillbillies 
(note: for Lily Tomlin completists only); 
making it action-oriented, as in the 
recent Charlie's Angels films; or focus- 
ing solely on Jessica Simpson’s 
budonkadonk (OK, The Dukes of 
Hazzard isn’t out till August, but I think 
you know what I mean). 

Ephron, who cowrote 
the Bewitched script with 
sister Delia and Adam 
McKay, applies a postmod- 
ern twist to Darren and 
Samantha’s story. She also 
taps her own Sleepless in 
Seattle formula, slathering a z 
generous coating of puppy 
love on a romance between 
grown-ups. Y’think there’s 
big band on the sound- 
track? Do broomsticks fly? 
The movie opens as hon- 
est-to-goodness witch 
Isabel (Nicole Kidman) 
touches down in Los 
Angeles, determined to give 
up her spell-casting ways. 
Her warlock father, Nigel 
(Michael Caine), can’t 
understand why she’d give 
up “total instant gratifica- 
tion” in favor of settling 
down with some schlubby 
mortal — and, once we see 
her makin’ cool shit happen, we can’t 
help but agree. Meanwhile, elsewhere 
in Tinseltown, self-obsessed actor Jack 
Wyatt (Will Ferrell), last seen stinking 
up the screen in the megabomb Last 
Year in. Katmandu, decides to jump- 
start his career by starring in a new 
version of Bewitched. 

How Isabel comes to be cast as 
Samantha to Jack’s Darren has every- 
thing to do with her nose, which 
she’s able to twitch in exact imitation 
of Elizabeth Montgomery (though, 
as she explains in her audition, “I

wasn't allowed to watch Bewitched!”), 


She agrees to be on the TV show 
because she’s attracted to Jack — for 
a witch, she sure is naive, interpret- 
ing his show-biz schmooze as gen- 
uine affection. Bewitched the movie 
amuses itself by leaping between the 


studio backlot, which provides fod- _ 


der for endless Hollywood in-jokes, 
and Isabel’s attempts to leave super- 
natural problem-solving behind. The 
irony of Isabel the witch playing 
Samantha the witch is a focal point 
that gets emphasized maybe a few 
too many times. 

Kidman and Ferrell — the unlikeli- 
est couple since Emily Watson fell for 
Adam Sandler in Punch-Drunk Love 
— actually make an OK pair here. 
Kidman’s girlie-girl performance is 
characterized by giggles, twinsets, and 
the occasional snit-fit (she couldn’t 
be farther from her Oscar-winning, 
and similarly nose-centric, turn in 
The Hours). Ferrell matches her by 
being typically unrestrained, whether 
he’s Asshole Jack, screaming for cap- 


puccinos on the set; Spellbound Jack, 
ardently pursuing Isabel while under 
the influence of a bungled hex; or 
Freaking-Out Jack, after he realizes 
Isabel is a you-know-what. As a 
romantic lead, Ferrell is not entirely 
convincing, but Jack’s more obnox- 
ious moments bring spontaneity to a 
film that otherwise colors well within 
the lines. 

If Bewitched — which never really 
suggests that witch and mortal won't 
live happily ever after — fails to tran- 
scend its sitcom-style superficiality, at 
least it tries to have fun getting from 
point A to point B. The supporting 
cast is strong, with Shirley MacLaine 
purring her way through her memo- 
rable, if minimal, scenes as Iris 
Smythson, the actor playing Endora. 
(Unfortunately, Iris’s burgeoning

by the time the film fumbles into its 
abrupt, consciously cheesy conclu- 
sion). Jason Schwartzman checks in 
as Jack’s sleazy agent; Comedy 
Central faves Stephen Colbert, Steve 
Carell, Mo Rocca, and Amy Sedaris 
all pop up in small roles. Folks with 
long memories (and TV Land sub- 
scribers) will appreciate the film’s 
nods to the original series — but will 
anyone outside LA chuckle at the 
Coffee Bean and Tea Leaf references? 
For another look at Kidman as a 
witch, flip back to 1998’s Practical 
Magic, a not-unflawed movie that 
nonetheless presented “the craft” as 
something that had a bit of an edge 
to it (an edge that felt a little Stevie 
Nicks—ish, but whatever). Would a

kajillion Harry Potter books have 
been sold if the boy wizard’s magic 
was limited to cute tricks like hook- 
ing up his digital cable? Bewitched is 
too sparkly to attempt anything dark- 
er than Isabel’s rage at the pompous 
Jack (insult of choice: “You're a 
jerk!”), which is understandable given 
the film’s romantic comedy classifica- 
tion. But aside from Kidman’s movie- 
star glow and Ferrell’s go-for-it goofi- 
ness, there’s not much here beyond 
good intentions. Also, I’m hoping 
the crappy special effects are deliber- 
ately retro, because the witch-in- 
flight stuff appears created from the 
same the kind of technology favored 
by H.R..Pufnstuf. %

perfect marriage, an ideal fam- 

ily, a highly successful career, a 

life of privilege and comfort, 

the approbation of one’s peers 

and the admiration of the 
public — all brought crashing down 
by an affair. It’s an old story, of 
course, except the part about the 
goat. And yet Edward Albee’s 2002 
Tony Award—winner, The Goat or, 
Who Is Sylvia? — which closes 
American Conservatory Theater’s 
season in a powerhouse Bay Area 
premiere courtesy of director 
Richard E.T. White — is theater of 
remarkable and lingering power, a 
result of its revivifying examination 
of classic dramatic structure as much 
as the unsettling transgression of 
contemporary norms. 

Architect Martin Gray (Don R. 
McManus) stands at the peak of 
worldly success. At 50, he’s become 
the youngest recipient of architec- 
ture’s highest prize, and won a 
ridiculously large $200 billion com- 
mission from corporate America to 
design the “World City,” an architec- 
tural dreamscape of the future set to 
rise from the farm fields of the 
Middle West. We learn so from 
Martin’s childhood friend Ross Tuttle 
(Charles Shaw Robinson), who’s over 
to tape an interview with Martin for 
Ross’s television show, a program 
with the snobby title People Who 
Matter. At the same time, in a neces- 
sary concession to a supposedly dem-

impressively supple turn), the Gray 
family threatens to be brought irre- 
mediably down. 

The Goat is really several plays at 
once: a ferocious comedy, a family 
melodrama, and a modern rendering 
of Greek tragedy. As the deceptively 
simple plot moves forward over the 
‘course of three scenes (making up a 
single 105-minute act), its formal 
structure points further and further 
back. Subtitled Notes toward a 
Definition of Tragedy, the play in fact 
heads as far back as the dawn of 
Western drama. (And when one con- 
siders that the Greek root of the 
word tragedy, tragos, means “goat,” 
even that four-legged plot detail 
gains a certain historical heft.) 

The play’s mode at the outset, 
however, as we meet Stevie and 
Martin, is that of a sophisticated if 
slightly outrageous modern comedy. 
The exceptionally well-matched, 
intelligent and loving couple even 
burlesque themselves at one point, in 
a playful bit of Noel Coward— 
inspired repartee that amounts 
(unbeknownst to Stevie) to the entire 
story in a nutty nutshell. In scene 
two, the comedy suddenly takes on 
darker, more dramatic shading as 
Stevie and Billy reel over the revela- 
tion of Martin’s bizarre infidelity. 
Finally, in the third movement, we 
follow this ideal American family 
into the abyss of full-blown pre- 
modern tragedy. This is not literally 
a Greek drama, of course. The act- 
ing is naturalistic, there’s no chorus, 
and the only masks (mostly African 
art pieces in the Gray household) 
remain mounted on the wall. But 
the ancient form bleeds visually and 


arch setup of the play’s central ten- 
sion), Ross must stumblingly qualify 
his introduction by observing that 
naturally “everyone’s special,” it’s just 
that the Martin Grays of the world 
“matter in extraordinary ways, in 
ways which affect the lives of the rest 
of us — enrich them, inform them.” 
And so Ross inadvertently sums up, 
with comical bluntness, the building 
blocks of the Greek-style tragedy 
ahead. 

Martin, meanwhile, expresses little 
interest in the future, let alone in 
building it. (In this respect, he’s 


type.) As we first encounter him, he’s 
a distracted and forgetful mess, much 
more worried about the recent past, 
like where he left the head of his 
shaving razor. Martin’s scattered 
mind comes from the conscidusness 
of having deceived his beloved wife, 
Stevie (Pamela Reed), by falling in 
love with a certain Sylvia. Now, as 
Martin is faced with having to con- 
fess an inexplicable love to the 
woman he adores and their 17-year- 
old son Billy (Joseph Parks, in an

thematically into the scene like a 
palimpsest. 

Throughout, Albee’s dialogue and 
story line are masterfully crystalline, 
laced with classical and even self- 
referential allusions, ethical and 
existential questions, and metaphor- 
ical subtleties that continue unfold- 
ing long after the curtain falls. 
White’s direction is meticulous and 
spot-on, while his cast is outstand- 
ing. McManus’s Martin, in his futile 
attempt to convey and then wrestle 
with the social implications of his 
ineffable experience, grows superbly 
in complexity, while Reed brilliantly 
and chillingly transforms Stevie into 
a fully tragic heroine, culminating in 
an almost atavistic incarnation of 
avenging womanhood. 

Kent Dorsey’s luxuriant set 
design — an elegantly styled con- 
temporary living room filled with 


_enough antique art, sculpture, and 


exotica to fill a small museum — 
gives us the contrast between the 
ancient and modern again with just 
the right degree of excess to match 
the play’s own meta-narrative 
impulses. After Stevie, in her 
anguish and rage, has reduced 
much of this scene to rubble, Peter 
Maradudin’s fiery late-afternoon 
sunlight further suffuses the room 
in the play’s final movement with 
an atmosphere evocative of doom- 
ful and overlapping trajectories, 
personal and historical. +

hen I’saw commercials for 
God of War a while ago, I 
didn’t think twice about it. 
Normally I am only interested 
in games that have guns, or the 
Vietcong blowing away pot-smoking 
Gls to the music of the Doors, or dog- 
face Gls killing Nazis, or a good old 
162-game season of baseball (approxi- 
mately 10,000 hours of trancelike stat 
obsession). So God of War, an adven- 
ture game that takes place in ancient 
Greece (really ancient, as in one of the 
characters is Athena, who was alive 
when they didn’t even have toilet 
paper), looked like dorky D&D crap to 
me. I do have standards. Anyway, I 
heard from a friend of mine that there 
were naked breasts in it, so I bought it. 

There are indeed naked breasts, and your character has sex with women. - 
The sex happens off camera, and you have to punch in the right sequence of 
buttons to make the women happy. I say women because the dude is in bed 
with two chicks. It’s just like real life. 

Anyway, this is a major breakthrough — way beyond the car in Grand 
Theft Auto bouncing up and down while the passengers look straight ahead 
like zombies. You are actually involved in how the sex goes in God of War, and 
it doesn’t always go well. The most amazing thing is that even though it’s only 
a video game and I wasn’t actually having sex, I still heard myself saying, 
“Maybe if I relax for a minute it'll work.” These games have come a long way. 

I never read the instruction books that come with games, and if you ask 
me, this strategy is a good way to determine whether or not said game is 
worth your money. I mean, if you can play it within seconds of getting 
home, and you don’t have to train yourself on 15 different button sequences 
before getting past the first level, then the game is made well. God of War 
leads you through the first couple of levels seamlessly, and the increasing 
intricacies of your character’s movements are delivered in very simple, 
immediately understood terms: Namely, an icon pops up telling you which 
button to push: I had no trouble at all adapting to the series of buttons 
needed to make my guy do all kinds of stuff. I don’t know why it took 
them this long to come up with such an easy and helpful method to get 
you playing, but there it is. 1 remember trying to play Metal Gear Solid a 
few years ago, and it felt like you actually had to become a fucking Navy 
SEAL to go from a crawling position to a standing position before some- 
one came along and knifed you. I played that game for, like, 10 minutes 
and then threw it out the window. 

In God of War, you rip your enemies in half, fight all manner of huge, 
awesomely rendered monsters (gorgons, hydras, minotaurs, the undead), 
climb, swim, kill dudes by smashing their heads against walls, tear other 
dudes’ heads off ... and I’m barely into the game, like at level four or five or 
something. 

The storyline isn’t goofy, either. Your character is an evil igthet fucker 
who gets off on killing: He actually increases in “health” when he kills 
innocent people. You play Kratos, who is a human who has been trained by 
the gods to kill. There is just no way to say that and not sound like a dork. 
Anyway, after 10 years of nonstop killing, Kratos is having nightmares 
about all the little old ladies he killed unnecessarily. On top of this, a 200- 
foot-tall Bruce Dickinson is attacking Athens and has unleashed all kinds of 
awful and inhuman creatures on the city. Kratos has to save the city and kill 
Dickinson to get his nightmares to stop. Totally not-goofy storyline. 

Whatever. The last thing I need to tell you is that early in the game, at 
this one part that I-don’t want to be too detailed about so as not to ruin the 
surprise, I actually jumped out of my seat. The shit scared me. This hasn’t 
happened to me since the dinosaurs in Tomb Raider destroyed my long- 
term relationship, back in 1999. For my money, there is no question that 
when a game ap aiaeh figmenes the splat itisa asee one. God of War does 
that, and more. woolen) sah 
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Oh, Jacko

They 
want to parade their jailbait and ham- 
mer those who gawk or befriend them. 


Little kids are so cute — you want to 
take them out, dress them up, cover 
them in veiling, tuck them into bed, 
and play nip-and-tuck with Dr. Llama.

City Babies attacked by Sparowes 


Oh, the places we'll go and the fun we'll have imagining a battle royale between Made Out of Babies and Red Sparowes.

y friend Ben and I made up 

a game called Steel Cage 

Match. Like most games 

played to kill boredom while 

driving, and somewhat simi- 
lar to Ben and myself, it’s simple to 
the point of being moronic, though 
liable to entertain for periods of up 
to a half an hour. Car-mates take 
turns coming up with mythical 
bouts between historic and/or con- 
temporary figures — sort of a per- 
sonalized Celebrity Death Match. 
For instance, G.G. Allin versus 
Henry Rollins. OK, that one’s easy: 
G.G. kills Henry and eats his brains 
and/or poop. You can put wimpy- 
but-ruthless types in the cage: Steve 
Jobs versus Bill Gates. Advantage: 
Gates, if he stood to win a dollar on 
the match. Combatants need not be 
celebs, but a good rule of thumb is 
to not throw fellow passengers into 
the cage together. You may get car- 
ried away and have to pull over for 
a roadside battle royale. 

What’s this got to do with the 
June 22 all-Neurot show at Great 
American Music Hall? Bands don’t 
always get along. Musicians have 
forceful personalities. What if, in the 
close, steel-cagey confines of back- 
stage, a tiff ensued? 

So, for the sake of entertainment, 
let’s throw LA’s Red Sparowes in the 
imaginary cage with NY’s Made Out 
of Babies. All the openers will be in 
top form just to prove worthy of 
sharing the stage with aural annihila- 
tors Neurosis. We've refined our con- 
cept: This will be a Sonic Steel Cage 
Match. Two intense bands doing 
totally different things, battling until 
ears bleed. 


Gimme some sugar 

The breakdown: Our first contender, 
Made Out of Babies, henceforth to 
be called MOoB to spare myself the 
frustration of writing the full name 
over and over. Every time I write it, it 
becomes more brilliant or more asi- 
nine. I can’t tell which. Do I like this 
name, or, as a papa-san, am I revolt- 
ed by it? Either way, MOoB’s new 
album, Trophy (Neurot), features a 
picture of a rabid carousel horse on 
the cover, and hits hard, fast, and 
below the belt. Instant nut shot, right 
out of the box. You get exactly 14 
seconds of sludge-funk thump and 
bump with some reverbed-out guitar 
as they drift out of the corner to the 
center of the cage, before vocalist 
Julie Christmas breaks into a “Daddy, 
can I have a Power Puff Girls ice 
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cream?” sweetly shrill falsetto: “With 
broken fingers / And broken nose.” 
Soon she’s belting hard enough to 
cause organ damage to herself. At the 
very least, she’s going to make the 
challenger’s ears bleed. The band 
kick into a riff-heavy head charge 
reminiscent of Alice in Chains back 


in the unkillable-rooster days, but 
more menacing and un-radio friend- 
ly. It’s as if they were free to just rock, 
without having to worry about man- 
sion mortgages. f 
Christmas’s voice continues to be a 
weapon throughout the recording — 
a mix of Babes in Toyland’s Kat 
Bjelland, an ADD-wracked five-year- 
old in a Pixy Stix OD, and a schizo- 
phrenic Tenderloin bag lady having 
three concurrent arguments with the 
voices in her head. And I mean that 
in a good way. In “Gut Shoveler,” she’s 
a charnel house sweetheart, following 


. the tribal thump of drums with rabid © 


growling. “I shovel guts to bones,” she 
belts; picture pigtails, one of those 
overgrown swirlie lollipops, and a 
pink, frilly apron covered with bloody 
pig intestines. The stomach churn 
continues with “Sugar,” reminiscent 
of an over-the-top Michael Gira spiel: 
“Pve got scabs on my knees / I pick 
them I eat them... I eat flies with 
honey ... My gums are all bloody 
come give me a kiss.” The “flies with 
honey” bit reminds me of John the 
Baptist, who ate locusts with honey. 
Christmas, like the prophet that her- 
alded the event of her last name, is 
the “voice of one, crying in the 
wilderness” — this time heralding a 
dark new age. 

Or-maybe not: “I follow you 
around / To see you home safely / 
And I’ve had too much sugar / But 


I'll see you home safely.” The song 
makes me think about some of the 
worse-off homeless people I see in 
the course of my job as an HIV tester: 
beat down, sick of being sick, missing 
teeth, missing veins. These people 
have been through the wringer and 
are still being squeezed, strung out on 


the grownup version of “sugar”: 
crack, smack, meth, what have you. 
Christmas gives voice to the chroni- 
cally lost and abused with her histri- 
onic wails, and I think of the meat 
grinder scene in The Wall: all these 
doughy-faced proto-kids, robbed of 
identity and individuality and ground 
into mediocre kid-loaf. MOoB 
address what we become in the inter- 
im between a ray of light, sugar and 
spice and everything nice, and scab- 
eating tales of ordinary madness. 
That crazy crackhead you cross the 
street to avoid is someone’s bouncing 
baby girl. We're all made out of 
babies, silly.

ridden streets of LA, Red Sparowes. ~ 


Once again; my hackles go up when I 
see the name. Not sparrows. Ye Olde 
Tyme Red Sparowes.

Sorry, my bad. How "bout a hug, 
champ? 

At the Soundless Dawn is an 
instrumental epic, roughly covering 
the period from the beginning of 
existence to the end of it. You don’t - 
have to know this for it to make a 
good soundtrack to a marathon ses- 
sion in the sack or something to lis- 
ten to while driving through Texas in 
the middle of the night, trying to 
spook yourself out. You've got to find 
the mood, young Jedi. 

This is the alternate soundtrack 
to Koyaanisqatsi. It’s cinematic and 
symphonic. It happens in move- 
ments, not songs. This will not get 
you pumped for an epic session at 
the skate park, bro. I know this is 
going to make the band want to kill

It’s got 
mechanical bird sounds, for chris- 
sakes. If, however, you want some- 
thing that sounds good whilst 
chirpim’ the tires of your Camaro, 
may I suggest British Steel, by Judas 
Priest? 


Microcosmic meltdown 
Ultimately, I don’t think we have a 
Steel-Cage Match at all. I think what 
we've got is big trouble in the sand- 
box. Red Sparowes are the borderline 
autistic savant, digging in the corner, 
absorbed in the creation of a 
Micronaut universe, which, as those 
of you who went outside as children 
might not know, were the late-’70s 
robo-cyborg geek-out toy par excel- 
lence: Utopian miniatures with inter- 
changeable parts, they were an apoc- 
alypse waiting to happen. 

Storming through the sand like a 
junior Erwin Rommel, here comes 
MOoB, wrapped in a violent extro- 
version of equal intensity to RS’s stoic 
self-absorption. Reveling in me-ness.

You've got to pick your win- 
ners. In any case, there’s something so 
out-there and alone about both of 
these bands that they’re sure to ° 
become best friends — as soon as 
MO6oB spies RS the isolati geeking 
out in the corner, storms over and 
smacks him on the back of the head 
so hard that his glasses fall off, then 
stomps on his carefully constructed 
robo-hive. Oh well, it was bound to 
fall apart anyway. **

Becoming 
a (hu)man 


na city of erotic permission and sexual shape-shifting, it is easy to suppose 
I that a sort of utopia has now been achieved and that sexual shame is a relic 

of a less-enlightened past. I am not sure that this utopia of eros came close 
to being realized even in the city’s wilder decades; I am sure that the San Fran- 
cisco we find ourselves in today is a drastically different town — richer and stuffi- 
er, its erotic culture largely a self-parody and its bohemianism consisting main- 
ly of ritual and reflex, as in a parade or mime show — from the city whose cheap 
housing and Barbary Coast aura attracted misfits, beats, and off-beats in the rise- 
of-suburbia decades following the close of World War II. 

Chief among those immigrants, of course, were the sexual outsiders who came 
to be known as gay. Gay was no better than an awkward word even at the 
height of its usage and influence 20 years ago, and — at least as an aesthetic mat- 
ter — one did not mind its being superseded by such livelier terms as queer and 
homo, or folded into acronyms like the graceless-though-inclusive LGBT, as the 
1980s melted into the 1990s. Still, gay meant and continues to mean something 
those other formulations do not, and when the word is used naturally and with- 
out apology or qualification, as in Alan Downs’s excellent new book The Velvet 
Rage: Overcoming the Pain of Growing Up Gay in a Straight Man’s World (Da 
Capo, $23), we are reminded that gay tells a story of identity that rises like a rock 
from the sloshing, misty bogs of moment-to-moment sex acts. 

Gay, though nominally a sex-neutral descriptor, carries a strong connotation 
of maleness, and Downs, a clinical psychologist, is quite plain about addressing 
himself to men — to gay men, whose difficult journey from secretive shame to 
self-acceptance and authenticity he believes to be “universal ... in the western 
world and perhaps across the globe.” Shame is not without social value, of 
course — if it were, we would not need the word shameless — but there is an im- 
mense difference between shame for doing and shame for being. People should 
regret and repent their wicked deeds, but people who are taught to be ashamed 
of who they are have been poisoned. To make matters worse, the poison of ho- 
mophobia is administered at the dawn of life, when it does the greatest and most 
lasting harm, and it is usually administered by the people a boy cannot help but 
love and trust, his parents — in particular his father, that primary and haunt- 
ing model for all boys of what it means to be a man. 

It is no surprise, then, that The Velvet Rage is a chronicle of furtive pathos, 
anger, compensatory fabulousness, despair, sex addiction, and flickerings of hope 
as its wounded actors make their way by uncertain stagés toward a light of au- 
thenticity and self-acceptance their culture does not want them to find or even 
see. In its pages, through anecdotal moments and analytical passages, one is con- 
stantly catching glints of people one has known, behaviors one has seen and heard 
firsthand and often been baffled and hurt by. “Those to whom evil is done / Do 
evil in return” (Auden’s great line from his poem “September 1, 1939”) tells us 
with succinct eloquence the self-evident truth that damaged people who embark 
on intimacies with other damaged people are likely to find themselves not in bliss 
but in an environment of exponentially amplified damage: a war zone. 

It is a wonder, given this simple, fearsome psychological math, that gay 
men find any kind of satisfaction and stability in life. Yet many do. Although ac- 
knowledging and accepting one’s homosexuality has long been (and, despite 
much phony, self-congratulatory liberalism among baby-boom parents, I sus- 
pect remains) an extended test of strength and will against the forces of masculine 
convention, victory arrives for the determined and the lucky as liberation: free- 
dom from the tyranny of believing that real men can feel and do this but not that; 
freedom from the fear of being found out as somehow inadequate and bounced 
from the club of real men by other equally insecure (and savage) real men. Not 
everyone finds his way to liberation, but far more do than any sober social sci- 
entist would dare predict, This is testament to some great capacity in the 
human heart, some mix of love, courage, blind stubbornness, and resiliency that 
gay men find because we must find it. 

Becoming a man — whatever a man might be — is nice enough, a modest 
transitional triumph, but the real and much more difficult business for males 
is to become human beings: emotionally literate, empathetic, self-governing 
through self-awareness instead of conforming to pack pressure. Downs doesn’t 
quite put it this way, and much of The Velvet Rage makes for somber reading, but 


it is clear he does not believe all the suffering of gay men must be in vain. The © 


romance of misery is a game for the young, but suffering does deepen under- 
standing, and the understandings it brings, the sympathies for the sufferings of 

_ others unlike yet like us, are earned and cannot be taken away. Whether we are 
men or women, those understandings make us human. “ 
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Loss teaches you very fast what 
cannot go without saying.

s I write, a woman sits not far 
‘ A= me in this café, her brow 

furrowed over Rubyfruit Jungle 
(Rita Mae Brown’s lesbian coming-of- 
age novel). I feel a thin, invisible thread 
stretch between us. It’s less the book 
that I remember than the experience of 
reading it, lying on an air mattress be- 
side the bed of a friend with whom my 
friendship was ambiguously achy. I read 
her copy, and perhaps my recall of the 
book is so much less than total because 
every inch of its margins was inked 
with her painstaking notes, through 
which I tried to glimpse her. 

An entry in my queer genealogy 
spun as much from the moment a read- 
ing took place as from the reading itself, 
It’s not a unique story, For instance: 


I curled next to Ryan and fixed my 
gaze on her throat. Coincidence 
clapped us firmly under her hot 
wing. 

“Tm reading this book —” 

“Sexing the Cherry?” 

“How did you know — ?” 

“Tam too.” 

We passed the cigarette back 
and forth for a while without 
speaking. Fleshy tugging transub- 
stantiated into smoky lungfuls. I 
savored proximity and the nasty 
Pall Mall. 

From Amanda Davidson's 
novella-in-progress about 
coming out, tentatively titled Ryan 


For those of us who didn’t have a con- 
crete sense of our queer selves in our 
“youth” (puberty, I guess I mean), there 
comes that moment when we try to 
suss out when and what happened to 
make us — or make us see ourselves. 
Wanting to pinpoint some crux for my 
queerness, which, in my mind, un- 
spectacularly coalesced out of a thick 
mist of sexuality, I turned to my jour- 
nals, in search of revelation. There 
wasn't much there to enlighten me. 
The closest clue came from a line (from 
when I was about 19) that begins, “'m 
really wondering whether I shouldn't 
have an affair with a girl/woman, be- 
cause lately I have been having some 
very sexual kissing dreams where satis- 
faction involves another woman.” Such 
pragmatism. Donning my queer-col- 
ored glasses, I rummaged further afield 
and came across a poem I wrote a few 
years before that journal entry: 


I watched her strong body 
in the salt-water and 
wanted to take her into 

my mouth and my arms 

to press fingers into the 
firm flesh under cold water. 
Under setting sun. 


There was my queer self, waving recog- 
nition to me with one hand, and, with 
the other, holding a glinting thread that 
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Kitchen, Anne of Green Gables, Forev- 


Queer souls 


From Gogol to Prufrock, a young writer 
finds victims of a common passion 


wove back in a flash, through a life- 
time of greedy reading to fifth grade 
and “The Love Song of J. Alfred 
Prufrock.” Jerry, my English teacher 
that year, had huge tufts of ear and 
nose hair that I couldn't tear my eyes 
from, except when I was looking at my 
hands under the long folding tables of 
the classroom, where I intently prac- 
ticed contorting my digits into the ob- 
scene gesture known as “the middle 
finger.” But the “Love Song” gripped 
me, and it still hasn’t let go. A kind of 
squeezing and bursting took place in 
me when I read it that my body still re- 
members. At age 10, I felt I was the 
balding, deflated Prufrock, wandering 
the coastline, hearing mermaids’ calls 
and wondering, doubting, whether I 
would ever dare taste that proverbial 
peach. Over the years, I memorized 
that poem and held it inside me like a 
heartbeat of words. 

My sense that poems were my first 
queer texts is, first of all, intuitive. How 
did I read them queer? | asked myself 
after that glinting thread flashed back 
to Prufrock in my mind’s eye. But I 
don’t want an answer made of a 
“straight” line of causes and effects — 
in part because the visceral for me in 
the “Love Song” was its desire not to 
experience anything as partial. Per- 
haps, I venture, the poem pierced me 
with a sense of the openness, 
the crisis, of desire — the ex- 
perience of desire not being 
about a particular object. 

This holds, too, for 
Frank O’Hara’s “A True 
Account of Talking to 
the Sun at Fire Island.” 
Long before I had any 
inkling that he (or I) 
was queer, the sun’s 
dictate in this poem 
magnetized me: “And / 
always embrace 
things, people earth / 
sky stars, as I do, freely 
and with / the appro- 
priate sense of space. 
That / is your inclina- 
tion, known in the 
heavens /and you should 
follow it to hell, if / nec- 
essary, which I doubt.” 
Sure, it could be said I saw 
these lines as permission 
for my sexuality. But 
what’s more interesting is © 
their invitation ‘to depart 
from the narrative of a normalized 
desire, to not draw lines. 

I spoke to friends about what 
they read as queer in their youth. 
Turns out Sweet Valley High is very 
queer. And so are In the Night 
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er, The Female Eunuch, Huckleberry 


_ Finn, The Awakening, The Cat Ate My 


Jumpsuit, and Flowers in the Attic, 
among others. (Book burners; Throw 
in the towel, ‘cause nothing’s safe.) 
There’s a school of literary criticism 
that claims as “queer” any narrative 
that doesn’t conform to what its genre 
dictates. Go a step further; and what’s 
queer is what we read as queer. What’s 
queer about these books? Transgres- 
sion, same-sex bonding, living outside 
the prescribed narrative, getting to be 
the gaze — and sometimes all of these 
at once. 

In my middle adolescence, I checked 
out shopping-bagsful of romance nov- 
els from the public library. From this 
voracious and escapist reading, I 
learned the word egress (as in “Laurin- 
da, creamy bosom heaving inside her 


tight bodice, made her elegant egress 
from the elm tree and shook her curly 
head at Lord Ravenclaw in defiance.”) 
At some point, though, I developed 
what I term an “allergy” to*tomance 
novels. Just cracking one open would 
incur a splitting headache. This allergy 
was sort of a relief because it broke my 
embarrassing addiction. Whence that 
weird insatiability? I’m rife with spec- 
ulation, but something resonated when 
a friend described her “unhealthy sex- 
ual urges for the women of the French 
aristocracy,’ embodied in a childhood 
hunger for the novels of Dumas, espe- 
cially Queen Margot. “You know how 
sometimes you keep reading just be- 
cause you have a crush on a female 
character?” she asked dreamily. | re- 
membered my first taste of that, when 
an older neighbor lent: me her worn 
paperback of Georgette Heyer’s 1932 
gothic novel, Devil’s Cub. The head- 
strong heroine so smote me with her 
witty resistance to villainous playboy 
Dominic Vidal that I kept returning 
to the genre, hoping to rediscover that 
first rush. Getting to be the gaze. 
Romance novels were a 
guilty pleasure; I hid that 
trash from my parents’ dis- 
cerning gazes. To the cha- 
+ grin of my literary Russian 
family, as a kid I didn’t like 
19th-century Russian nov- 
els, or much.of Russian liter- 
ature in general. I dreaded its 
sadness and preoccupa- 
tion with redemption. 
Gogol was one of 
the few of the clas- 
sic Russian prose 
4 writers I could 


cause, besides 
being just plain 
funny, his stories 
were ambiguous 
and surreal and 
(looking back) dis- 
tinctly uncorhfort- 
able with hetero- 
sexual constructs. 

The following is 
a soliloquy from 
Gogol’s 1833 play The 
Marriage: A Complete- 
ly Unlikely Occurrence 
in Two Acts. The pro- 
tagonist, Podkolesin, 
awaits the arrival of 
his bride: 


Indeed, what was | 
derstand the mean- 


ing of life? I didn’t, I 
didn’t understand 


until now? Did J un- - 


anything.... Only now you see how 
foolish are those who don’t get 
married; and yet, if you really look 
— so many people exist in such 
blindness. If I were sovereign 
somewhere, I would decree that 
everyone marry, absolutely every- 
one.... Really, if you think about 
it: a few minutes — and you'll al- 
ready be married. Suddenly you'll 
taste bliss, just like the kind that’s 
only in fairy tales, the kind that 
you can’t even express, that you 
can’t even find words to express... 
(After some silence) And even now 
it'simpossible to back out: anoth- 
er minute ’til the wedding 
wreath.... Is it really impossible to 
leave?... But here’s an open win- 
dow; what if — through the win- 
dow? No, I can’t. It’s uncivil, and, 
besides, high off the ground. (He 
walks up to the window.) Well, it’s 
not that high.... Should I try it, 
after all? (He stands up in the win- 
dow, and, having said “God Bless,” 
jumps down into the street....)” 


Go, Podkolesin. Whether or not, as 
rumor has it, Gogol was attracted to 
men, his writing is queer. What's queer- 
er than jumping out a window — that 
is, finding a means of escape — when 
the prescribed narrative structure is 
closing down upon you? 

I wonder if, now that the genre of 
gay teen fiction is burgeoning, we 
queers will no longer have to write our 
own literary genealogies? Will “girl 
meets girl” or “boy meets boy” be 
enough? Will it mean an end to the 
construction of queer genealogies from 
private and idiosyncratic reading habits 
and that shared experience? If the ge- 
nealogy becomes present to itself while 
it’s being made, where will the queer- 
ness shift to? 

For many queers, what attracted 
(and attracts) us in our reading was/is 
a sense of transgression of visible and 
invisible bounds of gender, narrative, 
class, race. Queerness isn’t an element 
so easily isolated from the rest of life’s 
blood. The other day, in Dog Eared 
Books, I saw a little note taped up on 
the “Queer Lit” shelf. It read: “The line 
between queer and nonqueer lit has 
blurred ...” Yes. 

~ Tt may bean old saw, but structure 
matters — not just content. When I 
started doing more of the kind of 
reading I'll broadly term “queer ex- 
perimental,” the pleasures of narra- 
tive and poetry intersected; Camille 
Roy, Mary Gaitskill, and Dodie Bel- 
lamy (in particular, her Real: The Let- 
ters of Mina Harker and Sam D’Al- 
lessandro). It’s not easy to pin down the 
commonalities to be claimed among 
their writings: Bellamy and Roy ask 
questions in their stories about what 
the stories are doing. They pull back 
from the action of the story to perform 
a different kind of thinking, while re- 
maining committed to the characters 
and what else makes a story go. Gait- 
skill doesn’t pull back in that way, but 
she does transmit an experience of

essays included in The AIDS Crisis 
Is Ridiculous and Other Writings, 
1986-2003, video activist Gregg Bor- 
dowitz presents his coming-of-age story 
in nine sections, from “Identity” to “In- 
tervention” (with seven other post- 
modern “I”s in between). “Identity” 
describes Bordowitz’s immersion in 
the East Village of the 1980s: “a hodge- 
podge of cultures — punk, bohemian, 
queer, and druggie. No one I knew re- 
ferred to himself as gay. That identity 
was reserved for clones — older ho- 
mosexual men who wore mustaches 
and dressed alike in tight jeans and 
nylon bomber jackets, or in leather. I re- 
jected this style as a kind of noncon- 
formity.” Later, however, Bordowitz re- 
counts a visit to the Lesbian and Gay 
Community Services Center, in the 
West Village, in 1986, in order to get 
tested for HIV at the Community 
Health Project. He describes the free 
examination and sex education session 
as “a revelation: community is the space 
claimed and defended by people who 
need one another. On the steps of the 
center that day, I decided to become a 
citizen of the gay community, and I 
vowed to make a contribution to it.” 
In the preface to The AIDS Crisis Is 
Ridiculous, AIDS theorist Douglas 
Crimp responds to Bordowitz’s de- 
scription of the gay clone by admitting 
that “that would have been me... the 
whole package.” Crimp describes his 
friendship with Bordowitz as “an in- 
tellectual friendship with someone 
half my age and someone whose per- 
sonal style was so unlike mine, in 
which I felt as much mentored as men- 
tor.” It was Bordowitz who first sug- 
gested that Crimp attend an ACT UP 
meeting, and Crimp reveals that at 
“about the same time Gregg found it 
OK to accept the designation gay, I 
began to discover the utility of the re- 
claimed term queer.” ACT UP united 
queers in anger and defiance — a 
heady prescription for community- 
building. As Bordowitz and Crimp at- 
test, one possibility that emerged was 
a generational reversal that challenged 
the ossified dynamics of gay male sex- 
ual culture and social interaction. 
The AIDS Crisis Is Ridiculous covers 
a wide range of topics, from coalition- 
building to the disappearance of New 
York City as a home for the fringes, 
from art criticism to South African 
AIDS activism. At times Bordowitz 
adopts an austere Marxist/materialist 
criticism that builds a disturbing dis- 
tance between ideas and action, but 
he always returns to the personal, 
where he merges his doubts and in- 
consistencies into a rigorous analysis. 
In “Dense Moments,” which Bordowitz 
adapted for his 1993 movie, Fast Trip, 


I n“My Postmodernism,” one of the 
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Long Drop, he relates that he tested 
HIV positive on the same day, in 1988, 
as an ACT UP meeting where he’d 
planned to announce an upcoming 
protest for drug treatment and needle 
exchange; he decided to reveal his test 
results to the general meeting of several 
hundred AIDS activists. Though Bor-, 
dowitz wrote this piece more than 10 
years ago, its forthright insistence on 
disclosure and a holistic discussion of 
HIV prevention is refreshing today. 

“T got infected,” Bordowitz writes, 
“because I have a drinking and drug 
problem that has prevented me from 
being able to negotiate and insist on 
having safe sex.... I’m telling you this 
because I think a lot of other people in 
this room have had the same experi- 
ence.... The connection between drug 
abuse and safe sex must not be left out 
of any discussion about AIDS and sub- 
stance abuse.” 

If the title of Bordowitz’s book 
evokes an AIDS-denialist politic (at 
least for those of us in San Francisco), 
it actually refers to Bordowitz’s 1993 
essay “The AIDS Crisis Is Ridiculous,” 
about Charles Ludlam’s Ridiculous 
Theater. Ludlam, an actor and.director, 
died of AIDS-related pneumonia in 
1987, but in Bordowitz’s fantasy, Lud- 
lam fucks him without a condom and 
passes on his brilliance through his 
come. Bordowitz divulges this post- 
seroconversion fantasy as a dream of 
intergenerational continuity through 
the immortality of artistic creation. If 
Ludlam’s satirical theater is designed to 
make people laugh (and maybe cry), 
Bordowitz’s AIDS-activist video is in- 
tended to make people angry (and 
force them to tears). Bordowitz links 
the two as queer strategies to fight 
marginalization and challenge the 
dominant culture. 

“Unlike Ridiculous Theater,” Bor- 
dowitz continues, “AIDS activist videos 
cannot sabotage all emotional effects... 


The situation is obscene. It’s ridicu- 


lous. The effect provokes laughter — 
the kind of laughter that forces tears 
and hurts the stomach, laughter filled 
with rage.” 

Nothing could be further from 
Bordowitz’s relentless search for hon- 
esty than fellow ACT UP veteran Larry 
Kramer’s vitriolic rant in The Tragedy 
of Today’s Gays, a recap of Kramer’s 
speech at Cooper Union University 
(in the East Village) five days after the 
2004 presidential election. In the fore- 
word, Beauty Myth avatar Naomi Wolf 
proclaims Kramer the heir to the hu- 
manist tradition, but this is hard to 
see when he declares, “We're living in 
pigshit, and it’s up to each one of us to 
figure out how to get out of it. Crystal 
meth is not an answer. You must know 
that by now. And quite frankly, statis- 


tically it is only happening to so few of 
us that it is hard to get anyone worked 
up about that problem. Just as it is 
hard to get worked up about a middle- 
aged man with brains who serocon- 
verts. You want to kill yourself? Go 
kill yourself.” 

As early as 1983, in “1,112 and 
Counting” (as article originally pub- 
lished in the New York Native, and 
later in gay newspapers across the

country), Kramer called on gay people 
to prepare for civil disobedience in 
order to protest the growing number 
of AIDS deaths, and his 1987 speech at 
the Lesbian and Gay Community Ser- 
vices Center hastened the develop- 
ment of ACT UP, which brought thou- 
sands of people to the streets. While 
Kramer has long been one of the loud- 
est and most effective voices to de- 
nounce US government complicity in 
the deaths of first dozens, then hun- 
dreds, then thousands, and now mil- 
lions of people with AIDS, he shares 
with the government a palpable dis- 
comfort with public gay sexuality. 

“There is a growing understand- 
ing that we [gay people] created a cul- 
ture that in effect murdered us,” 
Kramer wrote in a 1997 New York 
Times op-ed piece, “and if we are to re- 
main alive it’s time to redefine homo- 
sexuality as something far greater than 
what we do with our genitals.” 

But in The Tragedy, Kramer goes 
further: 

“T have recently gone through my 
diaries of the worst of our plague 
years. I saw day after day a notation of 


another friend’s death. I listed all the 
ones I'd slept with,” he reveals. “There 
were a couple hundred. Was it my 
sperm that killed them, that did the 
trick? It is no longer possible for me to 
avoid this question of myself. Have 
you ever wondered how many men 
you killed? I know I murdered some of 
them. I just know.” 

Unlike Bordowitz’s touching, nu- 
anced, and critical explorations of in- 
tergenerational yearning and learning, 
Kramer’s model is limited to blame. 
At age 69, he discards the early AIDS- 
activist dictum that all people with 
AIDS were innocent, in order to casti- 
gate-young and middle-aged gay men 
for “murdering each other.” Kramer 
even holds himself responsible for the 
deaths of men he had sex with, pre- 
sumably before he even knew that he 
was HIV positive. Though Kramer in- 
sists that he is not sex-negative, there is 
no other plausible explanation for his 
evident self-loathing, 

When Kramer declares of gay peo- 
ple that “we have no power. Nobody 
listens to us. We have no access to 
power,’ he neglects the obvious: that 
gay people like himself can produce 
Hollywood movies, live in the same 
building as New York City mayor Ed 
Koch, and periodically write op-eds in 
the New York Times. While Kramer 
may have originally intended his 
speech for a gay audience, there is no 
question that when one of the largest 
publishers in the world (Penguin) 
stretched a hastily constructed essay 
into a book-length release barely five 
months after the original speech (com- 
plete with a cover illustration of 
Kramer standing prophetlike in front 
of the Stars and Stripes), the expecta- 
tion was that straight people would 
get excited. Kramer’s attack-queer 
shenanigans are intended to bolster 
his status in the blame game by har- 
nessing straight fears about gay men 
spreading AIDS. Instead of acknowl- 
edging his minstrelsy, he interjects an 
insipid refrain of gay exceptionalism 
throughout the speech. 

“T love being gay,” he writes. “I love 
gay people. I think we're better than 
other people. I really do. I think we’re 
smarter and more talented and more 
aware. I do, I do, I totally do.” 

Then Kramer rails against murder- 
ous officialdom, but he neglects to draw 
a causal relationship between wide- 
spread hatred of queers and continuing 
drug addiction and seroconversion 
among gay men. Instead, he turns the 
blame around, asserting that conser- 


vatives “did not go off then to a disco, or 
to Fire Island Pines or South Beach, or 
into therapy, or into drugs.” Kramer 
wants us to think that if gay men would 
just behave more like straight conser- 
vatives, then straight conservatives 
would no longer wield so much power 
— or, worse, that gay meri deserve 
obliteration for refusing to conform. 
Kramer comes closest to getting a 
grip when he writes, “We know who 
the enemy is and we just stand here 
letting them shoot us over and over 
again. We stand here and let them do it! 
All of the brains and abilities we have 
among us seem useless.... The ones 
who should help us and speak up for 
us refuse that responsibility.” 
Kramer’s solution offers the most 
unintended humor in the entire 
speech: “We must,” he writes, “find a 
platform that all of us can support 


_ without divisiveness and shame and 


guilt and all the other hateful weapons 
they will club us with.” 

Apparently, Kramer believes unity 
will arise from his politics of disdain. 
Bordowitz could very well be address- 
ing Kramer when he writes, in “My. 
Postmodernism,” that “change is not ~ 
simply a matter of developing better 
ideas and convincing others of their 
validity. Radical change is a matter of 
altering the entire culture’s view of re- 
ality.... For those of us who've lost 
scores of people, the thought of an- 
other prolonged illness and death is 
intolerable. But there’s an objectionable 
kind of moralism that’s crept into the 
gay community. People who serocon- 
vert now are viewed with suspicion.... 
If we give in to this kind of thinking, we 
neglect to acknowledge the violence 
perpetrated against our sexual lives by 
the epidemic itself, and the difficulties 
of remaining HIV negative.” 

Kramer would no doubt agree with 
Bordowitz that “community is the 
space claimed and defended by people 
who need one another,” but his violent 
moralism attests to a different goal: 
social purification for the benefit of 
straight acceptance. This contradic- 
tion would doubtlessly create won- 
derful material for the Ridiculous The- 
ater, but unfortunately Kramer demon- 
strates none of the self-awareness nec- 
essary to perform in a farce, only the 
misdirected rage to enact one. “*

I do, though, also owe my share of gratitude to the nar- 
rative and self-reflective satisfactions that came from read- 
ing overtly gay personal narratives — bildungsroman types 
such as Jeanette Winterson’s Oranges Are Not the Only Fruit 


and Michelle Tea’s Valencia. It’s queer, though, that the 
narrative that crystallized the most for me was outside me, 
“misidentified”: The book I credit for my headiest experi- 
ence of gayness is Alan Hollinghurst’s The Swimming-Pool 
Library. For exciting days after I read it, I had the pleasure 
of channeling the persona of a ridiculously pretty London 
boy perpetually cruising in a world of sexual prospects. 
Sigh. Prufrock’s peach shimmered in my mind’s eye. *

In the graphic novel Epileptic, disease 


becomes “another way of telling stories” 
BY KATE ISENBERG ~ 


¢ here is no order in this world, 
| poor brother, since nothing 
can cure you,” David B. writes 
in Epileptic, his autobiographical graph- 
ic novel. This admission of powerless- 
ness comes after more than 300 pages 
— thousands of black-and-white pan- 
els detailing the author’s struggle to ac- 
cept his older brother Jean-Christophe’s 
epilepsy. Their childhood in Orléans, 
France, begins with David (then known 
by his given name, Pierre-Franc¢ois 
Beauchard) making sense of his world 
in familiarly youthful ways: scrapping 
with neighborhood kids, listening to 
bedtime stories, drawing pictures of 
soldiers in battle. Jean-Christophe’s first 
seizure casts a shadow on this familiar 
domestic scene, then recedes like a 
child’s bad dream. But after witness- 
ing subsequent, increasingly severe 
seizures, which stir the Beauchard fam- 
ily’s alarm along with their sense of 
helplessness, David comes to see the 
border between normalcy and night- 
mare as being as malleable as the ink 
lines that compose Epileptic’s obses- 
sively detailed panels. 

Epilepsy is the narrative spool on 
which the book’s title, plot, and sub- 
plots wind, so one might expect, having 
read it, to be able to describe a seizure. 
But to David, the event defies words. 
The panel showing the onset of Jean- 
Christophe’s first seizure (which hap- 
pens while the two brothers are playing 
ona parked motorcycle, a scene that re- 
curs in the author’s other comics as 
an icon for childhood innocence lost) 
is wordless. The speech balloon coming 
from Jean-Christophe’s mouth con- 
tains only an ellipsis, drawing attention 
to the loss of words. Even having wit- 
nessed Jean-Christophe suffer three 
attacks a day for many years, David 
calls a seizure “impossible to describe, 
it must be seen. I get tangled up in the 
words.” Following this statement is a 
picture of himself “speaking” an ellip- 
sis in a speech balloon, as if the mem- 
ory of his brother’s tangled limbs still 
leaves him tongue-tied. 

The mystery surrounding Jean- 
Christophe’s illness spurs the adults 
around him to search for its scientific 
or spiritual roots. The Beauchard par- 
ents appeal to doctors, acupunctur- 
ists, psychics, and existentialists, such as 
Jean-Paul Sartre and Simone de Beau- 
voir; the myriad prescriptions include 
neurosurgery, macrobiotics, com- 
presses of magnetized cotton, and “cat- 
alyzers” installed throughout the 
Beauchard home to rid it of bad vi- 
brations. As each regimen fails to cure 
Jean-Christophe’s seizures, the vari- 
ous experts appear increasingly mis- 
guided, if not entirely absent. Macro- 
biotic gurus turn out to be petty crooks 


Beauvoir don't reply to Mrs. 
Beauchard’s letter of inquiry. The 
young Pierre-Francois realizes that his 
parents, once comforting purveyors of 
bedtime and dinner-table wisdom, can 
neither explain what's happening to 
their son nor resolve their own morbid 
fears, much less make everything all 
better. As Pierre-Fran¢ois concludes, 
“Adults propose extraordinary things 
that fail to produce anything.” 


EPILEPTIC 
By David B. Pantheon, 361 pages, $25. 


From Huckleberry Finn to Holden 
Caulfield, it’s common for the young 
man of a bildungsroman to train his 
childlike observational honesty on 
adult “phoniness.” An alchemy of 
awareness and romanticized innocence 
characterizes the resulting first-person 
narratives, which stand as declara- 
tions of independence (if not com- 
plete maturity). In Epileptic the rela- 
tionship between self-expression and 
independence can be seen in how 
Pierre-Francois’s coming of age differs 
from that of Jean-Christophe, whose 
immaturity, physical weakness, and 
faltering communication skills be- 
come inextricably entangled. In an 
argument over who gets to write 
down the “history” of their neigh- 
borhood gang, Pierre-Frangois de- 
fers to his older brother (then around 
10 years old). But once the boys hit 
puberty, Jean-Christophe loses his 
firstborn authority. At family dinners 
he tells “pathetic little stories” of tasks 
he did without help (buying a soda, 
making a friend), which a healthy 
teenager might not bother to remark 
on. While struggling to achieve basic 
competence, he craves the power of 
dictators like Stalin and Hitler. A 
skilled illustrator before his seizures 
became more severe, the teenage 
Jean-Christophe “can’t even get it to- 
gether to draw a stinking swastika” 
anymore, and must (unsuccessfully) 


pester his mother and younger broth- 
er for help. 

Pierre-Francois matures in delib- 
erate contrast to his older sibling. 
Whereas Jean-Christophe fantasizes 
about being a dictator, Pierre-Fran¢ois 
renames himself David in a (murkily 
explained) “symbolic act” of identifi- 
cation with Jews, American Indians, 
and other groups he imagines as em- 
battled underdogs. He calls his frus- 
tration about Jean-Christophe’s 
epilepsy “a rage inside me that I mit- 
igate with my constant drawing” of 
battle scenes, monsters, and animal- 
human hybrids. He finds illustration 
“infinitely more rewarding than [the] 
spiritualism” of his parents, an armor 
“to prevent my brother’s disease from 
reaching me.” At 18 years old, Jean- 
Christophe, who spends his time lying 
on his childhood bed while David ap- 
plies to art school, tries to tear up 
some of David’s drawings. For David, 
their sibling rivalry has become an 
epic battle against physical passivity, 
the emotional coddling of their par- 
ents, and an unexamined mind, all of 
which he sees as contributing to his 
brother’s worsening condition. In con- 
trast, Jean-Christophe wants to de- 
vote his adulthood to writing books 
that recapture the magic of fairy tales. 
This determination gives birth to the 
idea for Epileptic, in which epilepsy 
takes the form of a serpent that winds 
through Jean-Christophe’s life and 
bursts from his mouth (as he asks, 
“Why me? Why?”), like a dragon that 
no hero can slay. 

It would be too simple to say that, 
by putting his own interpretive spin 
on Jean-Christophe’s illness, David 
triumphs over it. On the contrary, 
the book’s most analytical passages 
have the tinny sound of rationaliza- 
tion. About Jean-Christophe’s read- 
ing Mein Kampf, David editorializes: 
“There’s nothing particularly Nazi- 
ish about his reading, it’s just an act 
of provocation against [the family] 
and amounts to an admission of 
powerlessness.” As words fail to de- 
scribe a seizure, no analysis can sum 
up Jean-Christophe: after 40 years 
of the disease, a man grown dull 
eyed, slack jawed, moustached, 
obese, skin scarred from falls during 
seizures, yet still full of possibility, 
with “all the faces in the world flick- 
ering” across his own. The book is 
most powerful in presenting myriad, 
even contradictory representations 
of illness as electrical discharges in 
the brain, a virulent serpent, a tall 
mountain to climb, a loss for words, 
or a refusal to face adult responsi- 
bilities. Over the decades he spent 
preparing the material for Epileptic, 
David came to see his brother’s con- 
dition as “another way of telling sto- 
ries.” No single image or one-liner 
can do it justice. %

he offices of Manic D Press, San Francisco’s publisher of street poets, 
paranoid artists, political cartoonists, and experimental novelists (full 
disclosure: Manic D published my poetry. book, The Beautiful) — are 
tucked away in the upstairs part of publisher Jen Joseph’s Bernal Hill home. 
But evidence that a crucial player in local indie-lit culture publishes here is scat- 
tered throughout the place: The living room is a mess of debris lugged home 
from the recent BookExpo, and the press’s first paid employee, Sierra Logan, 
is sitting at the sunny kitchen table, sorting through the slush pile. 

“T read every manuscript that comes over the transom,” Joseph says, with 
both weariness and pride. “The Bigfoot book came in the slush pile. I thought 
it was the funniest thing I'd ever read in my life.” She’s referring to In Me Own 
Words: The Autobiography of Bigfoot, by Graham Roumieu, an illustrated 
novel in which the mysterious creature demystifies himself, offering opinions 
on a variety of pop-culture and philosophical quandaries. It’s been one of 
Manic D’s best sellers. 

Today the slush pile holds no such gems. “Nothing that I’ve been just 
“wow about,” says Logan, who met Joseph at a recent Anarchist Book Fair, 
asked if the press needed any help — and found herself a new job. As she 
tears into another envelope, Joseph leads me upstairs to the official Manic 
D office, a small room made smaller by the avalanches of paper sloping out 
from the walls. 

“Manic D started in 1984,” Joseph tells me, “just ‘cause, in the larger 
scope of literature, that’s a fine year to start a press. The first book was my own. 
It was a lot easier to be slack in San Francisco then, so I worked as little as pos- 
sible and spent all my time in City Lights. When I wasn’t reading, I was sit- 
ting in Trieste drinking espresso and writing my MOBIUS STRIPPER 
own poetry. Next thing I knew, I had note- BAe ‘ce 
books and notebooks full of poetry.’ Back then, 
in the days before desktop publishing, books 
had to be typeset the old-fashioned way. “It 
was laid out by hand,” Joseph recalls. “I got a 
book called The Publish It Yourself Handbook 
and learned about ISBNs. And spent a lot of 
time looking at poetry books and how they 
were designed.” The first Manic D offering is ti- 
tled The Future Isn’t What It Used to Be. 

Manic D got proper bookstore distribution 
in 1994, after Perry Farrell, in a Spin interview, 
mentioned that he was reading a Manic D 
book, Bana Witt’s Mobius Stripper. Suddenly the 
book — one stripper’s experience of the rise and fall of the Mitchell Broth- 
ers’ sex empire — was in hot demand, but nobody could find it. The book dis- 
tributor Publishers Group West stepped in and hooked up Manic D with a 
larger audience. Now its books are found not only in chain and indie book- 
stores, but also in commercial, lifestyley joints such as Virgin Records and 
Urban Outfitters. 

Manic D’s latest release is the irreverent and surprisingly helpful Good Ad- 
vice for Young Trendy People of All Ages, edited by Jennifer Blowdryer, a fixture 
in underground lit scenes on both coasts. Stuffed with sage and snarky wis- 
dom by a cavalcade of seasoned misfits, Good Advice features such pieces as 
“How to Be a Hip Mama” by hip-mama zinester Ariel Gore; charming tips on 
“How to Be a Trendy Flunky” by novelist Alvin Orloff; guides for the gender 
dysphoric by Tribe 8’s Lynn Breedlove and spoken word performer Sherilyn 
Connelly; plus help with drugs, debt, and becoming a dominatrix. The best 
advice comes straight from the pen of Blowdryer, whose tone teeters between 
cranky and benevolent. A section titled “Dangerous Wannabes” warns the 
newly trendy against “Eves,” those little personality suckers so finely drama- 
tized in the classic film All About Eve: “At some point in your trendy life, some- 
one will want to be you. Perhaps their youth was not tortured enough, or they 
were tortured in the wrong way, and they are not enjoying your modest 
success.’ “Things That Will Age You’ lists federal trials, employment, and sun- 
shine as enemies of youth. A special passage is devoted entirely to advice on 
not acting too crazy while visiting Washington, DC, as the book warns you'll 
likely be tossed in an institution. Blowdryer suggests Los Angeles, instead. 

Coming down the pike for Manic D is The Military Draft Handbook, ed- 
ited by local activist James Tracy, whose previous Manic D publication, The Civil 
Disobedience Handbook, is a must for a politically minded bookshelf. “Manic 
D takes work that had been traditionally marginalized by commercial pub- 
lishing — slightly offbeat,” Joseph summarizes, “What we like to do is take 
things from the margin and bring them to the center.”

Born on the Fourth 
of July 


By Ron Kovic. Akashic Books; 
218 pages, $14.95 (paper). 


Every unhappy family is unhappy in its 
own way, Tolstoy told us at the outset 
of Anna Karenina, but wars are not 
families, and as Ron Kovic’s recently 
reissued Vietnam memoir Born on the 
Fourth of July demonstrates, unhappy 
wars — and is there-any other kind? — 
do tend to be strikingly similar in their 
human particulars. The book, first 
published in 1976, became a Tom 
Cruise movie in 1989, and to reread it 
now is to be struck by an unaffected 
narrative power that has nothing to 
do with an actor’s polished teeth or a 
multimillion-dollar marketing budg- 
et and everything to do with the basic 
truths of war: fear, confusion, body 
parts, misery, stink, death. 

Kovic (who lives today in southern 
California) emerged from the war in 
a wheelchair, having been perma- 
nently paralyzed by a bullet through 
the spinal cord in 1967 at age 21. The 
book gives a graphic account of the 
labors required to maintain a high- 
level paraplegic body, and impotence 
is a recurrent theme: a young man’s 
elegy for lost carnal pleasures and the 
human connections that can grow 
from them. The very flat-footedness 
of these passages intensifies their ef- 
fect and makes them more difficult to 
read, though for sheer horror they 
cannot compete with Kovic’s unvar- 
nished descriptions of battlefield car- 
nage, of fellow soldiers with heads 
shot through or severed, and of a 
friend’s lifeless blue eyes staring into 
the daytime sky. 

The book’s reappearance is not 
casually timed. Kovic is a bitter critic 
of the Iraq war, which he calls “im- 
moral and illegal” in his new intro- 
duction, and he sees himself as having 
been “given the task ... in a nation 
that often still seems to believe in war 
and the use of violence as a solution 


to its problems ... of lighting a lantern, 
ringing a bell, shouting from the high- 
est rooftops, warning the American 
people and citizens everywhere of the 
deep immorality and utter wrong- 
ness of this approach ... pleading for 
an alternative to this chaos and mad- 
ness, this insanity and brutality.” 
Amen. (Paul Reidinger) 


Song of the Loon 
By Richard Amory. Arsenal Pulp 
Press, 176 pages, 
$15.95 (paper). 


First published in 1966, Richard 
Amory’s newly reissued Song of the 
Loon is a maverick novel whose im- 
pact on gay life stretches from any 
gay porn shot in the woods to the 
birth of gay liberation. Certainly the 
queens who rioted at New York City’s 
Stonewall Inn in the summer of 1969 
would have been more likely to have 
a copy of Song of the Loon near their 
bedside than Gore Vidal’s The City 
and the Pillar, not just because of 
Loon’s unabashedly gay erotic con- 
tent but also because the hero of the 
story discovers, by giving in to his 
sexual desires, a personal euphoria 
rather than the moral hand of judg- 
ment and tragedy so common in the 
gay pulps that came before it. It is a 
gay utopia. 

Amory wrote Song of the Loon 
while pursuing a master’s degree at 
San Francisco State University, and 
the influence of 16-century Spanish 
pastoral novels on the book is im- 
mense. Loon is a bucolic tale set in 
the mythical world of fur trappers 
and Native Americans in the frontier 
forests of Oregon in the second half of 
the 19th century. Poetically distant 
from reality, it tells the story of 
Ephraim Maclver, a man who flees 
upriver through the dense forest of 
the Pacific Northwest to escape a vi- 
olent, self-loathing former lover. His 
journey leads him to several Native 
Americans, who show him how to 
mature into a self-accepting gay man 
capable of loving relationships. 

The novel is virtually plotless, and 
the erotic passages are quite tame by 
today’s standards. What remains rev- 
olutionary is the notion that intense 
and affectionate sex can be shared 
with many men without detracting 
from the relationship with the man 
you have chosen as your partner. In 
an age of gay marriage, the message 
that enforced monogamy is slavery 
remains remarkably refreshing. Any 
gay man who beats himself up for 
sleeping around on his partner should 
read this 40-year-old gay classic. 

The Arsenal Pulp Press edition of 
Song of the Loon restores several 
bawdy poems cut from the initial 
Green Leaf Classics edition, along 
with appendices culled from several 
interviews Amory gave to gay maga- 
zines in 1970. His laceration of fa- 


mous “closet queen” authors is just 
one of the juicy highlights found in 
these six appendices. (Troy Gaspard) 


The Other Side 
of the Postcard 


Edited by devorah major. 
City Lights, 154 pages, $14.95 
(paper). 


In The Other Side of the Postcard, for- 
mer San Francisco poet laureate de- 
vorah major has gathered the work of 
current and former San Francisco 
poets, including children and adults, 
both of the “street” and those more 
conventionally housed, into an an- 
thology whose purpose is to honor 
scenes not famous enough or, espe- 
cially, too unpleasant for tourist view- 
ing, and so to balance the city’s pic- 
ture-perfect image. She reveals her 
motivation in an introduction that, 
sadly, might be deemed the collec- 
tion’s best “poem.” On “one of those 
San Francisco postcard days” when 
“the sky was a tasty azure blue,” major 
drove past happily playing children to 
visit a friend whose garden was heav- 
enly with “birds of paradise, exotic 
cacti, oregano, and rosemary.” But 
the day was marred by a somber dis- 
traction: a street memorial to “a re- 
cent casualty of the street wars.” Major 
ultimately happened upon five street 
altars in one day. She vowed then to 
create her own poetic memorial. 

The poems strive for verbal origi- 
nality and persuasive evocation, but 
what often emerges are polemical ex- 
pressions of rage and despair. Major’s 
“breathe” urges mindfulness in the 
face of violence, interspersing exhor- 
tations to “breath in” and “breathe 
out” among images like: “blood runs 
down / a beaten woman’s face / as a 
man is beginning / to come inside 
her / torn vagina.” Leonard Irving 
itemizes sordidness in “Tenderloin 
Poem”: “Drunk cripples. / ... dispirited 
addicts. / Filthy. Stealthy. / Racism and 
rape...” Alternatively, Susan Sibbet re- 
minds us that “what we know, per- 
haps what matters, / is wild orange 
and bright acacia in spring, / small 
folded bloom... / ... sweet gum in sum- 
mer, / and the slow winter rains.” These 
are poems of witness, but their snap- 
shots are more familiar and less shock- 
ing than the authors seem to realize. 
The Other Side of the Postcard lacks 
the complexity and ambiguity its sub- 
jects demand, but its laudable inten- 
tions and rough gems will appeal to 
many among the already converted.

The People of Paper 
By Salvador Plascencia. 
McSweeney’s, 200 pages, $20. 


In Salvador Plascencia’s first novel, 
The People of Paper, each page drums 


home a series of constant assaults 
in a “war against omniscient narra- 
tion.” Text is divided into columns, 
printed sideways, and interspersed 
with diagrams, inkblots, and, 
cutouts. The novel, it emerges early 
on, is about another war too, “a war 
against the future of this story.” The 
columns of narration represent the 
diverse perspectives of the novel’s 
characters, and no single voice reigns 
supreme throughout. One of Plas- 
cencia’s narrators, Saturn, is an au- 
tobiographical persona who both 
manipulates and is manipulated by 
his protagonists. Elsewhere, appar- 
ently unrelated figures emerge as 
variants of one another, each affect- 
ed with sadness in their search for 
love. And halfway through we learn 
that Saturn’s a liar. Cameroon, an- 
other narrator, has compiled a list of 
his lies, 64 pages in all, and as we 
recognize them, we might wonder 
how much else has fooled us so far, 
and then if it matters. 

The People of Paper is also an ex- 
traordinary geography that starts 
with the reshaping of its pages and 
moves on to the landscapes of Mex- 
ico, from Jalisco and Tijuana to 
southern California and the border 
between them. Plascencia’s narrators 
link places to the bodies of the peo- 
ple who live and travel through 
them. The mother of Baby Nos- 
tradamus tells Little Merced’s for- 
tune by looking into the geography 
of her past: “As she traced my lifeline, 
the blister on the tip of her finger 


ruptured, and the fluid channeled — 


into the ruts of my hand. The outer 
lines of my palm became tributaries 
feeding into the main river. I lifted 
my hand and saw that I was holding 
the river of Las Tortugas.” The scars 
ona woman who burns herself with 
the star-shaped tip of a Phillips head 
screwdriver can be read like the sky 
— Little Merced sees “logic in the 
placements and ... other constella- 
tions still forming.” 


A sense of the fantastic hovers — 


over every episode in the book, but at 
the same time the story is grounded 


in an utterly real, even literal, inter- | 


pretation of the world. Here, Tin- 
seltown is tinsel, and the people of La 


Quemadora burn their bodies to © 


burn away their sorrows. As Saturn’s 
grip loosens on the story, Smiley (yet 
another narrator) can pick away at 
the sky to reveal the narrator behind 
it: “I raised my hand, feeling for a 
rough spot. Once I found it, I began 
peeling at the deteriorating glaze of 
blue, collapsing part of the sky... I 
grabbed at the edges of the hole and 
pulled myself into the house of Sat- 
urn.” This narrator, it turns out, can’t 
escape the world he’s created, and 
by the end of the novel, his story 
musters the strength to conclude 
without his help, “leaving no foot- 
prints that Saturn could track.”

Many years back, | had to have someone 
explain to me what a “hater” was. | realized 
quickly upon hearing the category defined that, 
despite better intentions, | often fell into it. 

Like many haters, | viewed my hate as a 
protective version of love, trying to maintain a 
sense of purity or integrity that may not have 
existed in the first place. Zine veterans Nicole 
Georges, Dawn Riddle, and Steve Gevurtz 
probably felt the same way when they creat- 
ed Sour Grapes, a power trio of acoustic gui- 
tars, trembly harmonies, and occasional 
piano. Residing in the punk rock Neverland of 
Portland, Ore., they turn their razor wits 
inward — at least demographically — to 
chop up the hubris of bike messengers, emo 
bands, and ubiquitous exes. Riddle’s star turn 
on Japanther’s Master of Pigeons (Menlo 
Park) is reprised here with a prequel to the 
song by the same name, “Pacific Northwest 
Last Chance to Dance.” Pretty Girls Make 
Graves are taken to task for charging $4 for a 
7-inch, and if you aren’t paying attention, it's 
easy to miss references to “Zoolander chaotic 
hardcore” when they're buoyed by pretty 
female harmonies. Aside from other tracks 
ripping on bands for misdeeds (Gravy 
Train!!!!, Robots in Disguise), the greatest bile 
is reserved for boys who done wrong, as the 
opener, “Send My Valentine to the Burn 
Ward,” makes clear: “| want to set you on 
fire / Do you mean, inspire me? / No, | mean 
realistically / | mean with kerosene.” This 
song alone, and a mean acoustic cover of the 
Misfits’ “Skulls,” makes this my favorite 


record of the month. Caustic honesty or shit- 


talking inside jokes? It all sounds aed to me.

Odawas 

The Aether Eater (Jagjaguwar) 

Any song titled “Ant Man Messiah Elijah” bet- 
ter be pretty durn weird, or it’s just preten- 
tious. But when Odawas’s new album, The 


Aether Eater, slides from weird (a priggish 
female voice conversing in vaguely morbid, 
druggy parlance about “the slippery, greased 
insides of the children spilled out across the 
rides,” with an equally chimerical computer- 
death fiend, backed by harpsichord) to sultry 


- (a two-and-a-half-minute wash that’s just 


two glorious channels of rainy-street-corner 
saxophone fucking over warm keyboard lay- 
ers) on the perfectly titled “Song of 
Temptation,” you know you're not dealing 
with just any band of stoned book freaks. 

Furthermore, if a record sets itself the task 
of trying to represent hell, it had better be 
hauntingly bizarre. Luckily, the Bloomington, 
Ind., trio Odawas have swallowed enough 
Dante with their sugar cubes to make both 
influences equally vivid on this, the first in a 
trilogy representing Dante’s trip. The Aether 
Eater never lets you see the reality between its 
elusive motions, shuffling up-unexpectedly 
honest, rockish momentum only to let it vapor- 
ize into yet more ambient-slash-tentative com- 
puter-talk deception. Topped by giant, wispy 
keyboards, which soar overhead like majestic 
pterodactyls, Odawas’s songs are sky-scraping 
towers of sound. Longing, homey hints of gui- 
tar, banjo, and trumpet are kindly inserted 
between the birdlike screams, chimes, and 
eerie chirps from hell. Human voices, likely 
those of multi-instrumentalists Michael 
Tapscott and Isaac Edwards, materialize, 
ghostlike, at random intervals to narrate in 
obtuse poetry and give us some idea of what's 
going on (“So we talked about these things / 
As we passed Saturn’s rings and the lessons 
were learned”). It’s safe to say that any band 
that oozes a piece as exactingly eccentric as 
The Aether Eater has transcended pretension. 
Hell would never let its weirdness become this 
fulfilling. (lan S. Port) 


Keyshia Cole 
The Way It Is (A&M) 


Keyshia Cole left her native Oakland three 
years ago after catching her boyfriend 
cheating. She drove straight to LA and wast- 
ed little time landing a major-label contract. 
The anger of heartbreak singes intensely 
into many cuts on The Way It Is, one of the 
most auspicious R&B debuts in recent mem- 
ory. “Guess what? Nigga, |’m leavin’ you. 
And guess what? I’m gettin’ my keys from 
you,” she wails in searing mezzo tones over 
buoyant Sean Garrett— and Diesel-produced 
hip-hop beats on the irresistibly catchy 
“Guess What?” Jadakiss, in the role of the 
cheater, is allowed to plead his case briefly, 
but Cole gets the final word, telling him, 
“Take all your shit and get the fuck out!” 
The fury of this self-described “smart bitch” 
is more contained on other tunes, as when 


she turns the tables with the ballad “| 
Should Have Cheated.” 

She may be 23 and street tough, but Cole 
is in many ways an old soul. Vulnerability is 
seldom far from the surface, especially on 
“Love,” an old school-style weeper penned 
by Cole in collaboration with producer 
Gregory G. Curtis, on which she slices the 
word “found” into octave-leaping syllables 
that ooze-the type of raw emotion one associ- 
ates with the tragic "60s soul singer Linda 
Jones. A subtle underpinning of violins, violas, 
and cellos serves to heighten the passion of 
her performance. Heavyweight contributors to 
the 12-track disc include Kanye West, John 
Legend, and Eve, but The Way It /s is first and 
foremost Cole’s affair. It's one in which she 
shows herself to be a songwriter with clear 
vision and such a strong singer that she rips 
most of her R&B contemporaries to shreds.

Z-Trip 
Shifting Gears (Hollywood) 


Is the turntable DJ a dying breed? Not if Z-Trip 
has anything to say about it. After facing deep 
frustrations attempting to clear samples for 
his and DJ P’s 2001 self-released under- 
ground mash-up sensation, Uneasy Listening 
(Volume 1), Z-Trip hits the throttle and brings 
us Shifting Gears. 

As free downloads make it possible for 
anyone to take any two tracks and crunch 
them together, more often than not would-be 
DJs are uploading “creations” to the Net that 
demonstrate a lack of knowledge of turntab- 
lism’s nuances. The online DJ has led to the 
oversaturation of mash-ups and a general, 
growing fear that technology may replace the 
traditional turntablist. What’s lost when DJs 
can't run their fingers over the fine ridges of 
vinyl and when fans are unable to see the art 
of the DJ in performance? The fact that Z-Trip 
is one of the most entertaining turntablists 
around right now and a respected mash-up 
DJ, gives the defiantly old-school Shifting 
Gears, his major-label debut, a kind of signifi- 
cance: Are mash-up DJs taking another turn - 
and moving on to something new — or old? 

Perhaps you have to go back before you 
can move forward. Demonstrating a definite 
change from Uneasy Listening by showcasing 
less sampling and more MCs, Shifting Gears 
returns to hip-hop’s roots, featuring pioneers 
Chuck D, Whipper Whip, and Grandmaster 
Caz, while it builds a bridge between the old 
and the new schools, highlighting artists like 
Lyrics Born, Busdriver, Aceyalone, Murs, and 
Soup. Z-Trip shows he’s able to roll with the 
punches on “Everything Changes.” The track 
captures the end of a relationship, and fans 
can hear hints of disappointment related to 


Yet | was pleas- 
antly surprised by how fresh Endtroducing still felt after all 
_ this time. Shadow’s triumph wasn't achieved simply through 
finding new ways to push buttons but in orchestrating a colli- 
Sion of different sounds and genres and then untangling the 
~ wreckage into songs that could be poetic without words-or 
could tell a narrative without speech. 
ff there's any one quality that is even more resonant now 
compared to 1996, it's how soulful Endtroducing is —a 
marked contrast to how many people wanted to herald the 
~ album as some heady exercise in avant-garde sonic intellectu- 
alism. Considering how mainstream hip-hop production now 
embraces impossibly perfect and shiny digital studio stan- 
dards, Endiroducing still exudes the analog warmth of its sam- 
ple-based aesthetic. Songs like “Mutual Slump,” “Midnight in a 
Perfect World,” and especially the sublime “What Does Your 
Soul Look Like, Pt. 2” are not just inventive in their composi- 
tion, but their effect also remains emotive and dramatic in a 
way that'time and fashion have not ravaged. (Oliver Wang)

Change is one theme that hangs heavily at 
the end of the album. Pushing the boundaries 
of hip-hop, Z-Trip invited Linkin Park's 
Chester Bennington to deliver mournful 
vocals over “Walking Dead” 's synthesized 
keys, eerie guitar riffs, and scratches. Z-Trip 
also takes a moment to comment on the 
changes that have been going on in the 
United States in the past four years: His 
“Shack and Awe” questions the intentions 
behind the war in Iraq with Chuck D’s gruff 
voice delivering the message. But the DJ 
understands the importance of fun too. Fans 
will reminisce with Murs and Supernatural 
about waking up early and eating sugary 
cereals while watching Saturday-morning 
cartoons on “Breakfast Cereal.” The zany 
beat makes for the perfect head-nodder that 
will stay with you long after you've stopped 
spinning the disc 

This isn’t something that can be learned 
by running a computer program, and it's 
unfortunate that the younger generation of 
DJs may never touch a pair of Technics. By 
mastering the art of sampling, backing it up 
live, and producing a recording on which 
every track promises to be a hit, Z-Trip has 
proved that turntablism still lays behind two 
decks and a mixer — nota keyboard and a 
mouse.

White Mice 
ASSPHIXXXEATATESHUN (Load) 


White Mice are a three-piece band from 
Providence, RI. They play an electrogadget- 
damaged form of metal, with lots of sound 
effects pealing off hither and yon, manipu- 
lated guitar and synth noise, and the usual 
double-tracking feedback inner-ear shred. 
The metal part comes in when all these 
trendy electro noises get squelched by pun- 
ishing bass, guitar, and drum. The vocals 
are guttural and screeched. The second 
song on ASSPHIXXXEATATESHUN, “The 
White Mice,” gives the impression that 
these kids.are really onto something — 
with a careening, woozy trudge-riff that 
doesn’t sound too far from Eyehategod’s La 
Brea Tar Pits metal — and the louder you 
play it, the better it sounds. The sludge 
gives way to fits of spazziness and simple 
chaos, which | am not so into, but maybe 
it’s because they are trying to combine 
cool-kid noise and the drug-doomed and 
awesome power that was Eyehategod. | 
guess I'd rather just listen to Eyehategod. 
But | still like White Mice. 

“Slo Poison” comes through with another 
superheavy riff. In a live setting, and in true 
Providence tradition, White Mice play in cos- 
tume, dressed as blood-caked lab rats. The 
thing about bands that have a good idea and 
a fun live show is that they usually put out 
really crappy records. We've seen a few of 
those in our time, haven't we? Anyway, | 
have voluntarily listened to the White Mice 
record five or six times, which is saying 
something, believe me. Is it good? Yeah, it’s 
good. Sure. Is it as good as say, the Red 
Hot Chili Peppers’ Blood Sugar Sex Magik 
(Warner Bros.)? No, but what is? White 
Mice remind me of Crom, a jokey metal 
band that put out a record a few years ago 
featuring lots of samples from Conan the 
Barbarian and an encyclopedia of lifted 
metal riffs and ideas. They got away with it 
because they were very funny and they 
took the concept to ridiculous extremes. 
Like Crom, White Mice are nonmetal kids 
playing around with metal and getting 
away with it.

OM Trio 
Globalpositioningrecord (Slimtrim) 


Once voted “best local-jazz band” by Bay 
Guardian readers; the OM Trio has since taken 
a hiatus from active touring as its members 
spread themselves across the country. That's 
a shame, because their newest release, 
Globalpositioningrecord, shows the group’s 
creative powers were still in full bloom when 
they recorded the album in the Bay Area 
months ago. Highlights include “L,” in which 
keyboardist Brian Felix conjures up a funky 
reinterpretation of Joe Zawinul’s sonic wiz- 
ardry as bassist Pete Novembre and drummer 
llya Stemkovsky shift between fusion and 
disco grooves. Elsewhere, the use of extended 
percussion techniques to simulate a drum 
machine on “Hence” changes an ambient jazz 
piece in the tradition of Miles Davis's In A 
Silent Way into a slice of mesmerizing elec- 
tronica that floats along in the breeze. Then 
there's the warmly romantic “Romeo,” which 
recalls Steely Dan — except with that act’s 
detached irony momentarily displaced by a 
vulnerable upward gaze. Both Felix and guest 
guitarist Jason Concepcion tastefully solo over 
the tune with their ears intent on both melody 
and timbre, making it a spectacular and dis- 
tinct change from the rest of the funkier 
tracks. So, let it be said here first: Guys, come 
back! (Alex K. Fong) 


Lady Bianca 
Let Love Have Its Way (Magic-0) 


Lady Bianca keeps one foot in the juke joint, 
the other in a storefront church. A veteran of 
the Sly Stone, Frank Zappa, and Van Morrison 
bands, the Oakland-based musician applies 
her husky contralto pipes to a dozen blues, 
soul, and pop tunes penned in collaboration 
with husband Stanley Lippett on her fourth 
CD. Her first two — for Telarc and Rooster 
Blues — featured band support, but like her 
previous release on her own Magic-0 label, 
this is essentially a voice-and-piano affair. The 
warmth and elasticity of Lady Bianca’s tones 
are matched by few other Bay Area singers, 
and she uses them to powerfully emotive 
effect on these often sensual love songs. “| 
just can’t wait to taste the honey from your 
sweet, sweet, sweet lips / And to feel your 
tender hands all over my body, my neck, and 


_my face,” she oozes on the title track. Her 


barrelhouse piano attack is steady and two- 
fisted — recalling that of Aretha Franklin — 
but her technique is limited. To compensate, 
she overdubs additional piano and synthesizer 
parts, as well as vocal harmonies and hand 
Percussion. Unfortunately, the keyboard over- 
dubs are sometimes out of sync and suggest 
arrangements that cry out for full orchestration.

ames Turrell constructed his installation Magnatron by building a 

closet-sized chamber behind one of the walls of Haines Gallery’s 

back room. At the base of the chamber and out of view, he placed a 
television set, whose flickering light rises up and emanates from the 
only opening onto the room: an aperture cut in the shape of a televi- 
sion screen. In the center of the gallery, a comfortable chair and side 
table sit facing the glowing aperture. The installation reconstructs the 
experience of watching television, familiar to living rooms throughout 
the world. Cool blue and white light fills the gallery, sputtering through 
subtle, rapid-fire changes and creating an intoxicatingly mellow mood. 
Relaxing into the installation’s sole leather chair, one could watch the 
empty opening and its radiant light for hours. In accompanying text, 
Turrell describes wanting to create an atmosphere which can be “con- 
sciously plumbed with seeing, like the wordless thought that comes 
from fire.” But his installation is not only mesmerizing. By presenting 
the TV only indirectly, Turrell has distilled the content from the viewing 
experience, calling attention instead to the context it creates, its unan- 
ticipated ambient effects, and its form. Sitting in the chair, one finds 
oneself in an isolated, autistic shell. The empty walls of the gallery and 
the closet built into the wall resemble the empty frame of mind in- 
stilled by the television. The viewer withdraws into protected isolation 
and passively submits to a nameless authority — invoked perhaps by 
the overinflated title of the piece, 
Magnatron. Devoid of any deter- 
minate content, the installation 
presents this authoritarianism as 
intrinsic to the structure of tele- 
vision viewing — challenging 
mass media institutions and 
video artists alike. In the same 
building, at Catharine Clark 
Gallery, ‘Scott Robert’s video in- 
stallation Lucky in his show 
Indexcision raises related con- 
cerns and provides an interest- 
ing complement to Turrell’s 
work. The installation recon- 
structs a Lucky Charms cereal 
box by projecting onto a blank 
box a video in which the artist, 
dressed as a leprechaun, comes 
to life and eats the cereal. Be- 
yond its immediate humor, the 
piece enacts the fetishism of 
capitalist society, in which products — with their magically delicious 
auras — seem more alive than people, who have been reduced to _ 
passive consumers.

Old pals Serge (SF Play- 
house artistic director Bill English) and 
Marc (Louis Parnell) start an escalating ar- 
gument over the worth of Serge’s new 
prized possession, a $57,000 modern art « 
painting that looks very much like a medi- 
um-size white canvas. When third muske- 
teer Yvon (Keith Burkland) tries to act as 
peacemaker, the others read his conciliato- 
ry demeanor as typical spinelessness, and 
attack him in turn. Sorting out what mat- 
ters from what doesn’t ends up as impor- 
tant in art as in life as the two collide, 
which gets to the metaphorical nature of 
Reza’s moral. Much of her play’s power, 
however, comes from the opportunities it 
affords the actors in conveying the tangle of 
tensions in the room. To this end, director 
Robin Stanton’s cast knows what its about. 
Burkland’s alternately admirable and pa- 
thetic Yvon has us seeing as many colors as 
Serge claims for his canvas.

There — without benefit of dialogue 
but rather through Leslie Stifelman’s allur- 
ing musical arrangements and portions of 
Ann Reinking’s sultry, sassy choreography 
— she interacts with the establishment’s 
gruff and indifferent bartender (Martin 
Vidnovic) and two alternately dangerous 
and docile young brutes (Dennis Stowe and 
Angelo Fraboni). Less a plot than the at- 
mospheric suggestion of one, the vague 
story line points to a woman recovering her 
strength and will to live in the midst of 
what could only be considered a low point. 
It’s not a bad setting at all for the material 
— ranging from the well- to the lesser- 
known, with lyrics by the likes of Bertolt 
Brecht, Ira Gershwin, and Ogden Nash — 
including the seedy esprit of “Pimp’s Bal- 
lad,” from Threepenny Opera (a duet with 
Vidnovic), and the crystalline sadness of 
the antiwar “Ballad of the Soldier’s Wife.” 
Accomplished dancer-singer-actor 
Neuwirth (Chicago’s Velma on Broadway; 
Lilith on TV’s Cheers) meanwhile brings 
poise and a tastefully subdued showman- 
ship to this subterranean rathskeller.

Meticulously staged (with shrewd use of 
the original soundtrack and some choice 
sound cues in a generally faithful rendering 
of the movie’s plot), the show nicely com- 


bines all the lazy comfort of a late-night TV - 


discovery with camp’s arch stylizing of Hol- 
lywood style into a kind of laid-back Amer- 
ican kabuki of comedy.

a Moorish general in Venetian employ — de- 
cides to turn the system of appearances hold- 
ing together this hierarchical world against it- 
self. In the process he proves the notion of an 
intrinsic connection between appearances and 
character a hollow sham. Director Sean 
Daniels’s production takes a few scenes to co- 
here, and even then there are some weak spots. 
None of the initial wooing, romantic or other- 
wise — whether between Othello and Desde- 
mona, Othello and the Duke, or Iago and 
Roderigo, for example — seems very convinc- 
ing. But as soon as lago’s power (which works 
“by wit and not by witchcraft”) begins taking 
hold of Othello, things get more interesting 
and the principals grow stronger and more fo- 
cused.

Katherine (Mary Macky), his other daughter 
and our lady of the title, comes dressed in 
chic black outfits with heels and creases to 
draw blood, while shrew-tamer Petruchio 
(Scott Nordquist) takes her on with a su- 
perbly modern machismo, not to say sadism, 
reminiscent of something Jack Nicholson 
might have done had he played the Globe 
Theatre. While the action becomes less coher- 
ent here and there, and the primitive gallery 
lighting can be clunky, Bentley's generally 
strong cast, led by Macky and Nordquist's 
charismatic performances, infuses Shake- 
speare with a sensibility as hip and dark as 
any play by Neil LaBute.

A Tout de Suite Director Benoit Jacquot seems 
comfortable slipping into the on-the-run sub- 
genre of art cinema (think Pierrot le Fou or 
Morvern Callar) in his well-regarded if not en- 
tirely exceptional A Tout de Suite. The title 
translates to “right now,” but like any existen- 
tial French gangster picture worth its salt, this 
is a movie that knows how to take its time: It’s 
more prone to hushed moments of character 
study than to explosive action. Jacquot’s cam- 
era and story are unrelentingly committed to 
Lili (dynamically played by Isild Le Besco), a 
spacey, sometimes rash bourgeoise who falls 
hard for Bada (Ouassini Embarek), a Moroc- 
can-born gangster. Lili discovers Bada’s occu- 
pation when he’s stealing away from his last 
score; he asks if she wants to run away with 
him, and she — in the great tradition of so 
many pliable new wave heroes — packs her 
bags. The French new wave was formative for 
Jacquot (he even apprenticed with celebrated 
director Jacques Rivette), and he wears this in 
fluence on his sleeve, both in terms of A Tout 
de Suite’s style and narrative. Good thing, 
then, that Jacquot is an assured enough direc- 
tor to shape these influences into a stand- 
alone work.

Aprés Vous Racing to make a date with his 
trés belle girlfriend, Aprés Vous’s protagonist, 
Antoine (Daniel Auteuil), happens into a di- 
sheveled gent attempting to hang himself in 
the park. Antoine awkwardly cuts the jumper 
down and takes him home. From this point 
forward, the comedy hinges on Antoine's un- 
ending dedication to the stranger, Louis (José 
Garcia) — he keeps Louis out of trouble; he 
lands Louis a job at a chic restaurant; he re- 
furbishes Louis's love affair with his ex-girl- 
friend, Blanche. All of these tasks provide for 
endless pratfalls to the point that it seems like 
Antoine must enjoy being put through the 
ringer. But alas, this isn’t a realm of reality or 
even common sense; rather, director Pierre 
Salvadori places us in a storybook world of 
fancy restaurants, cutesy apartments, and, 
against all better cliché-judgment, a lumines- 
cent flower shop. Perhaps because of the 
bourgeoisie sets or the firmly formulaic plot, 
Aprés Vous feels more like shopping than film 
— a consumptive excursion wherein love is 
something one acquires rather than feels.

The 
first half of the film is given over to the hero’s 
origin story; the real action kicks in once the 
man in black decides to clean up his city on 
his own terms. “People need dramatic exam- 
ples to shake them out of apathy,” he explains 
to his faithful butler Alfred (Michael Caine). 
Among the film’s multiple villains is psychia- 
trist Dr. Jonathan Crane (28 Days Later’s Cil- 
lian Murphy), who himself has an alter ego — 
let’s just say he puts the “scare” in “Scarecrow.” 
Batman Begins may have little in common 
with any of the Caped Crusader’s previous 
films, but it does resemble other recent super- 
hero flicks, particularly Spider-Man 2, with its 
more existential approach to dual-identity 
crisis. The way Bale’s Bruce Wayne/Batman 
character is handled here adds appreciable 
depth to a film that’s also rife with enough es- 
sential coolness — gadgets, the Batmobile — 
to thrill Bat-fans of all stripes.

Happily Ever After Totally innocuous and 
pleasantly fizzy, Happily Ever After is an odd 
mélange of Cassavetes and whimsy. The film’s 
subject is ostensibly that of marital discord, 
but writer-director-star (gulp) Yvan Attal (My 
Wife is an Actress) isn’t interested in getting 
mucked up in the messy emotionalism that 
comes with such relationships. Rather, his 
characters dance around one another, crying 
one moment only to forget what they were so 
upset about a few scenes later. The film starts 
by focusing on a set of three male friends (two 
married, one flashily single), though it soon 
becomes clear that our stars are Attal’s Vincent 
and Charlotte Gainsbourg’s Gabrielle. Attal 
never really clarifies Vincent's conflicted feel- 
ings for his wife — he’s friskily playful with 
her in one scene and cheating on her in the 
next — though it must be said that nowhere 
does he purport to understand love.

The sentiment is catching for the audience 
too, in part because the kids are soooo 
damned adorable. Ballroom captures a range 
of children’s perspectives instead of individual 
stories — a strategy that weakens the film a 
bit. But Mad Hot Ballroom is exuberant, fun, 
and worth it for anyone who loves to dance.

Now 
comes Madagascar, cast with A-level voice tal- 
ent (Ben Stiller, Chris Rock, Jada Pinkett- 
Smith) that doesn’t do much to liven up the 
largely uninspired story. Central Park Zoo 
critters Alex the lion (Stiller), Marty the zebra 
(Rock), Gloria the hippo (Pinkett Smith), and 
Melman the giraffe (David Schwimmer) lead 
a charmed life in the heart of New York City 
— until Marty decides he'd like to experience 
life in the wild. A series of snafus that pass for 


plot lead the quartet to the shores of Mada- 
gascar, where they stumble upon a jolly 
colony of lemurs presided over by the self- 
proclaimed King Julian (Da Ali G Show’s 
Sacha Baron Cohen). Conflict arises when a 
hungry Alex’s predatory instincts start creep- 
ing in — with no zookeepers around to feed 
him steaks at every meal, the lion begins to 
see Marty’s striped rump as a tempting en- 
trée. Kids will dig the animal hijinks, but 
grown-ups have little to work with here; 
Madagascar’s idea of in-jokes for parents in- 
clude tired Starbucks references and slow-mo 
sprinting to the Chariots of Fire theme. Suffice 
it to say, Madagascar fails to achieve anything 
resembling Finding Nemo-style heights.

Though the 
film’s explosion-heavy final third runs a little 
long, Mr. and Mrs. Smith puts both Pitt and 
Jolie to ideal use, mixing action-hero antics 
with slinky dance numbers.

== My Summer of Love It’s looking more like a 
summer of hate for 16-year-old Mona 
(Nathalie Press). With one parent dead from 
cancer and another long since vanished, she’s 
stuck living in the pub they once ran with 
elder brother Phil (Paddy Considine), who 
wants to turn it into a “spiritual center” — 
and who was “a lot more fun” when his vio- 
lent streak kept him in and out of jail. But es- 
caping his usual cadre of praying born-agains 
one day, Mona makes the acquaintance of 
Tamsin (Emily Blunt), who needs a compan- 
ion for her own semiexile. (Seems she’s been 
thrown out of boarding school for offenses 
she’s rather vague about.) Hardly your aver- 
age Yorkshire village girl, Tamsin is impulsive, 
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worldly, sophisticated, and confiding, with 
her own past family tragedy to share. She lives 
in a country manse that Mona soon more or 
less moves into; Tamsin’s own parents are ab- 
sent or indifferent to the point of nonexis- 
tence. So the two girls do the typical things 
teens do when they’re sure they won't get 
caught: drink, smoke, get high, play with a 
Ouija board, and play pranks of varying de- 
grees of cruelty on people who've pissed them 
off. They also experiment sexually, and make 
vows of undying devotion that sound 
doomed even as they’re being said. It’s all 
quite idyllic, apart from Phil’s worries that 
Mona needs “saving,” and apart from the 
flashes of abrupt maliciousness that some- 
times make Tamsin seem like an unstable 
chemical that might blow up in one’s face any 
moment. Writer-director Pawel Pawlikowski 
(Last Resort) has crafted a hypnotic parable 
whose humid, overripe, infinitely ominous at- 
mosphere recalls early Peter Weir (especially 
Picnic at Hanging Rock). Scratch beneath the 
fascinating surface here and you might detect 
some reactionary concepts — female sexuali- 
ty as a corrupting, Kali-like force, and lesbian- 
ism as something one is “seduced into.” And 
the big, shocking twist toward the end may 
not surprise you at all. Still, My Summer’s tex- 
tural richness, unpredictable narrative details, 


and overall ambiguity make it one of the few 
films so far this year that can qualify as a 
must-see.

The film’s source, 
Scott Heim’s 1995 novel that explores the 
post-traumatic stories of two boys victimized 
by a pedophile, allows the director to drape 
his trademark glossy sheen over a story of 
substance, and Araki’s visual sense — always 
his strongpoint — proves ideal for adapta- 
tion-style embellishment. Better still, Mysteri- 
ous Skin’s sexual politics, particularly during 
this conservative era, are so dedicated to logic 
and truth that they’re quietly radical.

The Perfect Man Two pressing facts gleaned 
from The Perfect Man: One, Hilary Duff looks 
good in anything; and two, rich guys make 
waaay better boyfriends than poor guys. Even 
if we had been spared the synchronized danc- 
ing scene, which reminded us that, yes, all sin- 
gle moms embarrass their teenage daughters 
—a point which, by the way, all such single- 
mom movies since Mermaids seem to make 
clear — there still wouldn’t be much here to 
work with. Heather Locklear plays Duff’s oft- 
dumped mother, uprooting the family each 
time she tires of the local crop of potential 
mates. The blondes finally arrive in New York 
City, where an all-knowing bachelor (Chris 
Noth) sops up the female family cynicism and 
gives Holly (Duff) hope for Mom’s future.

= The Power of Nightmares Muckrakers and 
filmmakers love the smoking gun, that single

But they aren’t the 
only ones — the political philosopher at the 
center of The Power of Nightmares loved Gun- 
smoke. In this latest by BBC-funded docu- 
mentarian Adam Curtis (The Century of the 
Self), whose political analyses have dug up all 
manner of muck and organized it into elegant 
essays, we learn that the series was the favorite 
of Leo Strauss, the seminal figure of the neo- 
conservative movement who influenced the 
likes of Donald Rumsfeld and Paul Wolfowitz. 
Curtis uses only a single photo of Strauss 
throughout his three-part series, and he 
doesn’t tire of using the tried-and-true zoom 
to indicate some fundamentally ambiguous 
evil lurking within that photo. But he doesn’t 
have to: The many Strauss apprentices are 
scary enough as they speak of their global 
agenda to the British interview crew. Curtis's 
now-signature style of “illustrated journal- 
ism” lifts off from the talking heads, adding 
essential visual critique and at times even 
comedy to the film’s sober political assess- 
ments. This time, he focuses on the neocon- 
servative and Islamist movements through 
the past half century, arguing that both 


emerged from the same fear of moral weak- 
ness.

suburbs, that plotline had to wait for Italian director Paolo Virzi's Caterina in the Big City 
to hit the States. Caterina (newcomer Alice Teghil) is a small-town girl who moves to 
Rome with her misanthropic father and hapless mother. When she gets to school, she 
has to navigate the dicey terrain of teenage cliques and attempt to get in with the 
“right” crowd to help Dad climb the social ladder. Instead of limiting the story to the 
girl’s predictable identity crisis, Virzi is willing to bring the class and political debates in 
contemporary Italy to the surface and posit them as a fundamental component of her 
family’s troubles in their new hometown. Caterina’s father, Giancarlo (Sergio Castellit- 
to), represents the experience of the aspiring bourgeoisie, frequently running into the 
impenetrable wall of old money that surrounds the city’s institutions. This frustration ul- 
timately turns the movie inward, focusing on the emotional fallout that results from Gi- 
ancarlo’s failure to achieve the professional success he’s so convinced he deserves. 
Caterina grows in the process of all of this, of course, but the movie's resolution is 
much more satisfying than many other loosely comparable films. (Rachel Odes)

plans grown stale, we followed our friend 

Mindi to the races. Someone she knew had 

bet on Giacomo, California’s 50-to-1 long 

shot who snatched the Kentucky Derby in 
May and was celebrating at Hollywood Park race- 
track’s venerable (and pricey) Turf Club. Jesse and 
I decided to tag along and hang out trackside with 
the lower echelons. 

The horses are an old Hollywood game — the 
Turf Club dates to cinema’s golden age, when 
mogul Jack Warner and stars like Al Jolson and 
Bing Crosby set it up. My own back story on LA 
racetracks has seedier origins, in the drunken 
poems of Charles Bukowski, the peroxide locks of 
Angelica Huston in The Grifters. 

In a city renowned for its barriers, though, the 
track proved a grand equalizer. In the cheap seats, 
we found a gathering as diverse and eccentric as LA 
itself: migrant workers, multiethnic families, slum- 
ming young hotties, crusty old dudes with mustard 
on their pants. The Friday-night $1 beers and hot 
dogs didn’t hurt either. 

Like good Angelinos, we arrived late. Paying $7 
for field admission and scorecards, the bettors’ 
bibles, we bid adieu to Mindi and filed into the

belly of Hollywood Park. With 18 minutes to post 
for the fourth race, we gauged the scene. The 
grandstand, a stretch of asphalt sloping down to the 
track, featured bleachers and the confetti carpet of 
losing ticket stubs. Parallel stood the main pavilion, 
with food courts, betting kiosks, and simulcast rac- 
ing feeds, the upscale Clubhouse and Turf Club 
looming above. The track, a one-and-one-eighth- 
mile oval, was handsomely manicured, with two in- 
field lakes, a monster JumboTron screen, and the 
added visuals of lakeside flamingos and approach- 
ing jetliners descending into LAX.

JumboTron. “C’mon, two,” I muttered as Lord Al- 
bion rode with the pack.

jokingly cheered, “C’mon, 10!” as the horses start- 
ed.
